POSED AS CZAR’S DAUGHTER; 
ENGLISHWOMAN GETS 5 YEARS 


Mrs. Olga Harding Said to Have 
Bilked English Social Figures 
Out of $220,000.

; LONDON, Feb. 29.—A prison cell 
today houses Mrs. Olga Harding, 
43 years old, who posed as a daugh- 
ter of the murdered Czar of Rus- 
sia. 

The woman, found to be an En- 
glishwoman born in Nottingham- 
shire, was convicted of  bilking 
many persons out of a total of 
$220,000 with the. time-worn confi- 
dence game. Justice Charles, in 
sentencing her to five years in 
prison, declared: “You are a 
wicked woman. No words of mine 
can express the contempt I feel 
for you.” Her game lasted three 
years, it was testified, and she 
duped many social figures. In 1933, 
Mrs. Harding gave a lavish com- 
ing-out party for her daughter, an- 
nouncing to her fashionable guests: 
“On this day, a salute of 21 guns 
is being fired.in Athens in honor 
of the Princess, my daughter. But 
we Romanoffs have learned to be 
democrats. She will drop her ti- 
tle. In your England she shall be 
plain ‘Miss’.” 

Part of her story was that she 
had documents proving her right 
to one of the Czar’s “ancestral 
homes” in Greece, and that she 
needed money to finance her claims 
for recovery of the rich estate. 
Evidence was that neither she nor 
her daughter had ever been in Rus- 
sia.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—A pro- 
posed tax on undistributed corpora- 
tion profits is being given muth fa- 
vorable consideration as one 
method of meeting President 
Roosevelt’s billion-dollar estimate of 
needed revenue to pay the veter- 
ans’ bonus, carry the new farm pro- 
gram and replace revenue lost »by 
the Supreme Court’s invalidation 
of the AAA processing tax. 

Adding his voice to those of ad- 
ministration leaders in the Senate, 
Speaker Byrns of the House today 
indorsed the suggested corporate 
reserve profits levy as “just and 
equitable.” 

The undistributed corporate in- 
come tax would be aimed at profits 
Which the corporations shunt into 
reserves instead of distributing as 
dividends which become taxable 
through the income tax of individ- 
uals receiving them. In some cases 
these profits have been distributed 
ultimately in the form of new 
stock, also untaxable. 


Byrns on Profits Levy. 

“I have always believed these un- 
distriButed profits of corporations 
should be taxed just as the prof- 
its of partnerships or individuals 
are taxed,” Byrns said. “It is dis- 
criminatory to tax the profits of a 
partnership while a corporation 
across the street, and in the same 
is not taxed on its profits 
which go into reserves or are dis- 
tributed in the form of stock.” 

Byrns said he had discussed the 
matter with members of the Ways 
and Means Committee and several 
were in agreement with him. He 
disclosed also that the possibilities 
of such a tax were explored at 
Thursday night’s White House con- 
ference. 

Message Due Tuesday. 


Aside from the tax on undis- 
tributed corporate profits, no one 
method of applying the new taxes 
apparently has official or semi-of- 
ficial approval. Many individual 
members of Congress have their 
own ideas of what should be done. 
It remains for the Ways and Means 
Committee to select from proposals 
those ‘that seem most profitable. 

The committee will get to work 
next week after the receipt of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s message—sched- 
uled for delivery Tuesday—calling 
for an increased permanent annual 
yield of $620,000,000, plus $500,000,- 
000 to replace. revenue lost through 
invalidation of the processing tax. 
This half billion would be spread 
over one to three years. Mr. Roose- 
velt stuck to his study at the White 
House today to prepare his mes- 
Sage. ; 
Favors Amendment. 


- Meanwhile, Senator Byrd (Dem.), 


-Virginia, a critic of some of the 


New Deal’s spending, expressed 
approval of the tax program, but 
called for a constitutional amend- 
ment to make Federal, state and 
municipal bonds subject to taxa- 
tion. . 

“Any real reform of the tax sys- 
tem must be based upon taxation of 
tax-exempt securities,” he said. 
“Without such taxation, those best 
able to pay will escape.” 

Senator Byrd is the author of an 
amendment to eliminate the tax ex- 
empt features of Federal, state and 
municipal bonds introduced after 
President Roosevelt himself had 
called for such action in his tax 
message of the last session. 

“Today for every two dollars the 
Federal Government spends, we are 
adding one dollar and 10 cents to 
the public debt,” Byrd said. “To 
state this situation in another way, 
the Federal Government is spend- 
ing $13,000 every minute, day and 
night, including Sundays. 

“Every minute $7000 is being fi- 
nanced by selling tax-exempt Gov- 
ernment bonds. The résult is, we 
are not only increasing the public 
debt at this astounding rate but 
providing a tax refuge for the well- 
to-do to receive interest from the 
Government and escape the bur- 
dens of taxation.” 

Despite some hints of opposition 
to a program of such size in a cam- 
paign year, Secretary of:the Trea- 
sury Morgenthau expressed confi- 
dence in the outlook when asked 
what would be done if the full 
program was not enacted. “There 
is no if about it,” he _ replied. 
“We'll get it.” 


CHICAGO CHANGES ITS TIME 


Ordinance Adopting Eastern Stand- 

ard Goes in Effect at 2 a. m.

CHICAGO, Feb. 29.—An ordinance 
putting Chicago on Eastern stand- 
ard time will become effective at 
2 a. m. tomorrow. 

Business firms and governmental 
offices here announced they will 
set their clocks an hour ahead, but 
the railroads, pending a ruling by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, will stay on central time, as 
will the Chicago Board of Trade. 
At an I. C. C. hearing this week 
the change was opposed by labor 
organizations and other groups. 
Chicago has been on central time 
since 1883.

Delays Granted U. S. 
Lines, Which, in Effect, | 
Got $1,720,000 Subsidy.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Secre- 


tary of Commerce Roper has again 
pushed forward the dead line for 
the construction by the United 
States Lines Co. of a ship to re- 
place the Leviathan, for the retire- 


ment of which the company was, 
in effect, granted a subsidy by the 
Government of $1,720,000. 

The original dead line was Sept. 
10. If construction plans had not 
been submitted) and approved by 
that date, the company was to have 
paid a forfeit of $1,000,000. 

In a statement given out today, 
in response to jnsistent questioning 
by newspaper torrespondents, Ro- 
per gave the United States Lines 
until April 1 to “submit revised 
construction figures.” 

The company is dominated by 
Vincent Astor, close personal friend 
of President Roosevelt. The deal 
whereby the Leviathan was laid up, 
despite the vigorous protest of 
Comptroller-General McCarl, 
been a source of considerable em- 
barrassment to the administration. 

'  RRoper’s Explanation. 

Since Sept. 10, repeated delays 
have been granted by the Com- 
merce Department for one reason 
Roper said today: 

“Certain modifications have been 
made in the plans and the company 
has been given until April 1, 1936, 
in which to submit revised con- 
struction figures. In the mean- 
while the Navy Department has 
also been requested by the De- 
partment of Commerce to prepare 
an estimate of the cost of con- 
structing the vessel in a navy yard 
so that the department may have 
the benefit of this estimate in 
passing upon the contract price. 

“The proposed vessel is modern, 
in every respect as to safety, econ- 
omy and efficiency of operation and 
attractiveness. It is looked upon 
as an extremely desirable addition 
to our naval auxiliary forces as 
well as to our merchant marine 
and in view of the substantial loan 
of 75 per cent which the Govern- 
ment would be called upon to make 
toward the construction of the new 
vessel in the event of approval of 
the contract, the vessel may ac- 
tually be constructed in a navy 
yard if a satisfactory contract price 
cannot be agreed upon by the par- 
ties.” . 

The ship, according to the terms 
of the contract permitting the Astor 
firm to lay up the Leviathan with- 
out paying penalties previously 
agreed on, would be of the type of 
the Manhattan and Washington, the 
largest passenger vessels operated 
by the United States Lines. 

In the course of the long series 
of delays, the Astor company re- 
ported to Roper he had asked for 
bids for a new ship, but that none 
had been submitted. Department of 
Commerce officials reported that 
this unprecedented circumstance 
was being investigated. President 
Roosevelt made known, too, that 


there was an inquiry into the mat-| 


ter. 

But Roper disclosed later that the 
inquiry was made through the Unit- 
ed States Lines. Little was heard 
of the inquiry and eventually bids

“While troops of the First Army 
Corps reached Amba Alaji, troops 
of the Third Army Corps and those 
of the Eritrean Army Corps at- 
tacked from the north and south 
the forces of Ras Kassa. 

“From dawn yesterday, Feb. 28, 
a big battle is raging.” 

Marshal Badoglio later fele- 
. graphed his Government that the 
“second battle of the Tembien has 
arrived at its decisive phase.” 

“The situation of the armed 
forces of Ras Kassa and Ras Se- 
youm, caught in a vise by our 
troops, is becoming hour by hour 
ever more critical,” he said. 

Amba Alaji Taken by Surprise. 

Amba Alaji fell yesterday before 
the invading forces with virtually 
no defense, Italian reports today 
said. The retreating Ethiopian 
warriors were taken by surprise in 
a stronghold they had considered 
impregnable. 

Occupation of Amba Alaji was 
regarded by Italy as a double tri- 
umph. It marked completion of 
an advance under schedule before 
the start of the “little” rainy sea- 
son, It also “avenged” a disastrous 
defeat suffered during the Italian 
punitive expedition of 1895. Amba 
Alaji marked the southernmost 
point reached by the invaders then, 
and there the Ethiopians over- 
whelmed them and killed 2000 Ital- 
jan soldiers. —~

Work on $54,500,000 Structure Com- 
pleted Two and a Half Years 
Ahead of Time.

Meanwhile, Senator Logan 
(Dem.), Kentucky, chairman of a 
Military Affairs sub-committee 
studying “the advisability of an in- 
vestigation into the Hagood inci- 
dent, made an offhand suggestion 
that such action would be “futile,” 
adding: “What's the use of inves- 
tigating what everybody knows.” 


The Liberty League said Hagood’s 
removal had “demonstrated, appar- 
ently, that a citizen may not speak 
the truth as he sees it—not even at 
the request of a congressional com- 
mittee—without exposing himself 
to official retaliation if his views 
are uncomplimentary to those pres- 
ently in power.” The statement

“Agide from the obvious infringe- 
ment upon the rights of the indi- 
vidual, this is in effect an infringe- 
ment upon the prerogatives of the 
Congress itself, since the result of

At Committee’s Request. 


The Liberty League statement 
said Hagood appeared before the 
committee at the latter’s request 
’ and had been told previously by the 
chief of staff, General Malin Craig, 
that he was free to express his 
views without restriction. —~ 

“In.so doing he said some uncom- 
plimentary things about a pet ad- 
ministration experiment — things 
which many persons undoubtedly 
believe to be true,” the League's 
statement added.

_In asking for a postponement, 
Kinney told the FAA hearing offi- 
cer, W. H. Jacobs, that recently 
enacted liquor legislation had ex- 
tended the date for application of 
wholesaler’s permits until July 1. 
He said his clients probably would 
be out of the liquor business by 
that time. The old liquor law re- 
quired wholesaler’s permits by 
March 1. 

Charles R. W. Smith, counsel for 
the FAA, did not oppose the motion 
for postponement. . He merely 
pointed out that Brown-Owen, Inc., 
had pleaded guilty to the shipment 
of liquor into dry territory and that 
denial of the application was man- 
datory under the August, 1935, law 
which provides that no permit shall 
be issued within five years to a cor- 
poration or any of its officers or 
directors convicted of a felony. In 
‘addition to the guilty plea by the 
corporation, the officers of the 
company, Paul B. Brown, president, 
Clarence L. Owen, vice-president, 
and William Molasky, secretary, 
paid a total of $4000 to the Govern- 
ment in “quasi-penalties” in com- 
promise for alleged violation of the 
internaFk?evenue laws. 

Since the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion invalidating the National Re- 
covery Administration, the Brown- 
Owen company has not required a 
wholesaler’s permit.

Probably Last Imprisonment of Its

months’ jail sentence for Mrs. 
Myrtle Tanner Blacklidge ended to- 
night, State officials said her sen- 
tence probably would be the last 
imprisonment for civil debt Illinois 
will impose. 

Her failure to pay a $7500 judg- 
ment Mrs. Suzanne Nottingham ob- 
tained for alienating the affections 
of Policeman Norman Nottingham, 
sent Mrs. Blacklidge, former Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, to the 
county jail on the now obsolete 
“malice count.” The clause dating 
back to a statute enacted in 1872 
permitted incarceration of civil 
debtors when the creditor could 
show “malice.” All the creditor 
had to do was pay a $3.50 weekly 
board bill for jail keep. 

This Mrs. Nottingham did regu- 
larly since Oct. 3 last at an esti- 
mated total cost of $91. At the At- 
torney-General’s office in Spring- 
field, officials said a law enacted 
last year would prevent further 
imprisonments such as Mrs. Black- 
lidge’s.

SUPREME COURT 


Appeals From Decision Re- 
quiring Payment of Bond 
in Guilders or Equivalent 

in U. S. Currency.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—A new 
gold clause suit was filed in the 
Supreme Court today, an appeal by 
the trustee of the St. Louis South- 
western (Cotton Belt) Railway Co. 
from a decision by a lower court 
that the railway must pay a Eu- 
ropean holder of its bonds in Dutch 
gold guilders or their equivalent in 
United States currency. 

The United States District Court 

for Southern New York and the 
Second Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled that the congressional resolu- 
tion barring payment of obligations 
in gold did not prohibit collection 
of the equivalent guilder value in 
these circumstances. The Southern 
New York Court giving judgment 
for $16,383 against the Cotton Belt 
last July, directed that payment 
must be made at the rate of $39.63 
in United States currency for each 
$25 coupon due Jan. 1, 1934; $42.23 
for each $25 coupon due July 1, 1934, 
and $42.26 for each $25 coupon due 
Jan. 1, 1935. This represented the 
value of the guilder in United 
States currency at various times.

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THREATS TO POLICE 
BY COV. HOFFMAN'S 
AGENTS ALLEGED 


New Jersey Executive De- 
nies Knowledge of Such 
Acts as Are Charged by 
Col. Schwarzkopf.

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 29.—Gov. 
Harold G. Hoffman in a letter to 
Col. H. Norman Schwarzkopf today 
caustically described the Lindbergh 


kidnaping investigation as the 
“most bungled case in police his-

“My opinion, which is shared by 
thousands of people,” the Governor 
wrote, “is that the Lindbergh kid- 
naping, murder and extortion of 
$50,000 was not a ‘one man job.’” 

In ordering the case reopened a 

month ago, Hoffman sent to 
Schwarzkopf a long brief, setting 
forth that he called “incontrovert- 
ible proof” that more than one per- 
son was involved in the crime. He 
instructed Schwarzkopf to make 
weekly reports. 
If Schwarzkopf felt now, the 
Governor wrote today, that the case 
was solved with the arrest and con- 
viction of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, under sentence to die the 
week of March 30, it was his duty 
to so advise the Governor, and to 
answer “the question I submitted 
in my letter of Jan. 26.” 

Schwarzkopf in his fourth report 
to Hoffman on the case wrote: “It 
has come to our attention that per- 
sons representing themselves as 
your agents or representatives are 
approaching members of the state 
police with promises and threats.

It was on that very score that she 
has succeeded in attaining her pres- 
ent state of progress as a nation. 
I can therefore definitely say that 
the recent event will not alter Ja- 
pan’s policies either internal or ex- 
ternal, except that the statesmen 
responsible for government will 
have their sense of patriotic devo- 
tion quickened and will endeavor 
to exercise even more care in puri- 
fying politics. 

“The peace of the Pacific will not 
only remain undisturbed but will 
become more securely established.” 

Recounting details of the upris- 
ing led by a group of young army 
officers who assassinated three of 
Japan’s statesmen, Saito termed it 
a “terrible occurence.” 

Assassins “Misguided Patriots.” 

“But there is a redeeming factor,” 
he added. “The- insurgent sub- 
alterns were all patriots, sincere in 
their motives and genuine in their 
loyalty; only they were misguided. 
In their youthful enthusiasm they 
believed that only by wiping out 
those ‘evil elements surrounding the 
throne’—to use their own words— 
and by occasioning the establish- 
ment of a powerful Cabinet could 
the difficulties, ahead of the nation 
be successfully overcome. 

“Rash and faulty reasoning, no 
doubt, but there were no selfish in- 
tentions. We feel thankful that 
amongst Japanese there are very 
few indeed, if at all, who are dis- 
loyal to the Emperor and unpatri- 
otic to the nation. 

“I was guided by this conviction 
when I said soon after the incident 
occurred that Japan’s form of gov- 
ernment would not be changed and 
her foreign relations would not be 
disturbed on account of the unfor- 
tunate event. 

Living Conditions Hard. 

“Back of it all there must be 
discerned the general suspicion— 
though misdirected—among the 
young generation in Japan—as in 


many other countries—that the cab- | 
inets and the diet have been greatly | 
influenced by big business and'| 
other private interests and there- | 
fore corrupted. Such suspicion has 
been nurtured and _ intensified) 
through the very hard living mogt 
of them and many others in Japan 
are-eking out. ... 


“The improvement of such con- 
ditions of want and misery may 
have lurked in the minds of these 
radicals. They must have thought 
that by overthrowing the present 
Cabinet they would be helping to| 
bring forth a Cabinet genuinely! 
patriotic and free from selfish in-| 
terests. | 


“However, it is no easy task to’ 
direct the affairs of a mighty, mod- 
ern nation. It requires skill, intelli- 
gence, dilligencé and experience. | 
Relativaly few are the men who! 
have the requisite qualifications of | 
character, understanding and train- | 
ing in any country. All make mis-| 
takes. As your late President) 
Theodore Roosevelt used to say: 
‘It is the batting average that 
counts.’ This point has been lost 
sight of by the radical officers. 

Expects No Militarist Control. 

“I therefore do not believe that 
the recent incident can be explained 
away as a conflict of militarists 
and liberalists in Japan. By. the 
same token I do not foresee a rise 
of domination of any militarist or 
group of them who will chart a 
new course for our country. 

“Neither the majority nor the 
best of our military men are milli- 
tarists. There is a great differ- 
ence between military men and mil- | 
itarists. The former are benefac-| 
tors, the latter menaces to their) 
country. | 

“For Japan, as for any other| 
country, it would be a disaster for) 
militarists to obtain control. It | 
would be a blow at the soul of the| 
nation which is more mportant | 
than its body.”

Speech to Make It Clear 
to Needy They Can Aid

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 29.—Gov. 
Alf M.‘ Landon of Kansas called 
upon Republicans tonight. to make 
clear to the needy “that the changes 
we pledge will bring order out of 
chaos by purging” Federal relief 
“of partisanship, of waste and of 
incompetence.” In a _ nationally 
broadcast address, he said: 

“When a national administration 
takes millions and millions paid in 
taxes by the American people to 
build a partisan political machine 
out of want and misery, that ad- 
ministration does an indefensible 
thing. . 

“And a Congress that failed to 
protect its own witnesses, when 
summoned to testify in regard to 
the waste of this tax money, would 
be guilty of deserting one of its 
gravest responsibilities under the 
Constitution.”

IN DEFENSE OF LANDON 
AND KANSAS SCHOOLS 


Secretary of State Teachers’ 
Association Replies to 
Teachers’ Union Query. 


By the Associated, Press. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Feb, 29.—Frank 


L. Pinet, secretary of the Kansas 
Teachers’ Association, wrote today 
to George A. Davis, secretary of 


the American Federation of Teach- 
ers, in reply to a telegram sent by 
Davis to Gov. Alf M. Landon. 

Davis in his telegram to Landon 
said, “It is commonly reported that 
you have helped balance your bud- 
get by reducing funds for educa- 
tion and human relief... . If elect- 
ed President of the United States, 
would you approve balancing the 
Federal budget by similarly re- 
stricting the education of American 
children and relief funds for Amer- 
ican families in need?” 

Pinet’s Reply. 

Pinet said in part: 

“In 1932, the Kansas Democratic 
platform proposed a constitutional 
amendment to write definite and 
specific tax limits into the State 
Constitution. .. . Gov. Landon .. 
opposed this amendment. . Kan- 
sas people defeated Ahe ‘ constitu- 
tional amendment and the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor. 

“During 1935 the Kansas Legis- 
lature adopted a tax limitation 
statute and pay-as-you-go legisla- 
tion upon Gov. Landon’s recommen- 
dation. ... 

“The Governor was a friend of 
the schools in insisting that a rea- 
sonable tax limit law be passed. 
The limitation law in contrast to 
the inflexibility of the proposed 
constitutional amendment, provides 
the elasticity and freedom for nec- 
essary change, 

“Throughout his terms as Gov- 
ernor he has shown an interest in 
the welfare of Kansas_ teachers, 
and he has practiced sane methods 
of working in their behalf. ... It 
is true that teachers’ salaries have 
been reduced both in the State edu- 
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cational institutions of higher 
learning and in the public schools 
but such reduction cannot rightful- 
ly be placed at Gov. Landon’s 
door. These reductions came from 
reduced tax revenues, due either to 
the inability of the property own- 
ers to pay their taxes or to reduc- 
tions in valuations. Salaries of 
other officials were reduced in like 
proportion, and in this regard it is 
worth noting that the first reduc- 
tions of teachers’ salaries were 
made by the Governor's Democratic 
predecessors. 
“Cheaper to Consolidate.” 

“It is worth nothing also, that 
during the present school year 
Kansas has 40 schools in operation 
with one pupil in attendance, 105 
with two pupils and 500 with three 
to four pupils. I am informed that 
444 rural schools in Kansas have 
found it more practical to tempor- 
arily close and send children to 
nearby or adjoining districts. These 
schools were not forced to close 
because of the Kansas cash basis 
law, or the tax limitation act, but 
it was cheaper to make temporary 
consolidations. 

“It is unfortunate that politics 
should have been injected into the 
Kansas school problems. Already 


the United Mine Workers have pub- 


licly indorsed President Roosevelt. 
I have no way of knowing whether 
you as a brother union representa- 
tive and affiliated with a brother 
union organization have like sen- 
timents. I only hope that you can 
treat educational problems fairly 
without tainting them with poli- 
tics.”

At the same time, without re- 
ferring directly.to Davis’ telegram, 


W. T. Markham, State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Kansas’ 
only Democratic State official, 
issued a statement saying: 

“There are 8687 organized school 
districts in Kansas employing 19,- 
396 teachers, . . « So far as this 
department has been informed no 
child is being denied educational 
facilities in this State at the pres- 
ent time. We have a record of 
approximately 2 per cent of the 
total districts in the State being in 
financial difficulties at this time.”

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FEDERAL SUBSIDY ON FLOUR 
EXPORTED TO PHILIPPINES 


Payment To Be Made for Losses 
Incurred by Millers in Three 
Western States. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace signed 
a proclamation today calling for 
payment of an export subsidy on 
about 333,300 barrels of flour which 
may be shipped from the Pacific 
Northwest to the Philippine Islands 
between the present time and June 
30. 

The plan provides an indemnity 
to flour exporters in Washington, 
Oregon and Idaho for losses they 
may incur in the sale in the Phil- 
ippine Islands of the flour, which 
Wallace said represented 1,500,000 
bushels of wheat. 

The program was designed to re- 
duce what was called a regional 
surplus of wheat inthe Pacific 
Northwest and to maintain the 
normal market for United States 
flour in the Philippines. 

The subsidy program is to be fi- 
manced from a part of the 30 per 
cent of gross customs receipts set 
aside for such purposes. 

In 1983 the Government financed 
a somewhat similar export subsidy 
program for Pacific Northwest 
wheat, when 25,000,000 bushels were 
shipped to China.

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WAR ‘SABOTAGE’ CASES 


New Evidence Reported 
Black Tom and Kingsland 
Explosions, 


in 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—On the 
basis of new evidence—involving an 
affidavit—the United States will 
launch before the German-Amer- 
ican Mixed Claims Commission on 
May 12 an attempt to reopen the 
famous Black Tom and Kingsland 
World War “sabotage” cases. 

The commission was disclosed to- 
night to have set the mid-May 
date for hearing arguments on the 
American petition to lift the lid 
once more on the explosion cases, 
involving claims totaling $40,000,- 
000. At that time, representatives 
of this Government will seek to put 
forward what was described as 
evidence centering on an affidavit 
made by James Larkin, Irish la- 
bor leader. 

If the commission, consisting of 
Chandler P. Anderson, American 
agent; Victor L. F. H. Huecking, 
German agent, and Justice Owen 
J. Roberts of the Supreme Court, 
umpire, rules favorably to the Unit- 
ed States, the “sabotage” cases will 
be reopened for submission of the 
new evidence. 

Result If Turned Down. 

If the commission rules against 
the American petition,’ the cases 
will have been decided for the third 
time in favor of Germany and the 
Mixed Claims Commission thus 
would virtually end its 14-year task 
of adjudicating claims against Ger- 
many growing out of the World 
War. 

During that time it has handled 
20,400 cases and made awards to 
American claimants totaling $274,- 
000,000, of which $138,000,000 has 
been paid. All but 153 alleged 
“sabotage” cases have been settled. 
Their settlement hinges on thé final 
award in the Black Tom and Kings- 
land cases. 

The affidavit made by Larkin, 
who was deported from New York 
in 1922 and is now secretary of the 
Irish Workers’ Union in Dublin, al~ 
ready has been filed with the 
Mixed Claims Commission. Its de- 
tails, however, have not officially 
been made public. 

Indications have been given in 
informed quarters, however, that 
Larkin has made a sworn statement 
that he has personal knowledge of 
the activities of German spies and 
agents linked with the disasters in 
which four were killed, many in- 
jured, and 300 car loads of ammu- 
nition and a vast amount of prop- 
erty destroyed. 

Foundry, Rail Terminal Blown Up. 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad’s 
railway-water terminal at Black 
Tom, near Jersey City, N. J., was 
destroyed by an explosion July 29, 
1917, and the Kingsland, N. J., am- 
munition plant of the Canadian 
Car & Foundry Co. was blown up 
Jan. 11, 1916. 

Larkin is said to have sworn 
that he overheard German spies 
plotting the explosions in a German 
restaurant in New York City, and 
was offered a job assisting them in 
exploding a barge alongside the 
terminal at Black Tom. Several 
prominent Germans are alleged to 
have been implicated. 

The Black-Tom Kingsland cases 
were first settled in December, 
1932, when the mixed claims com- 
mission, sitting at the Hague in 
Holland, handed down a decision in 
favor of Germany. The United 
States was granted a rehearing to 
introduce newly-discovered evidence 
when Theodore Wozniak, at whase 
bench in the Kingsland plant it was 
alleged the fire started, was found 
after a 12-year search. Justice 
Roberts handed down a aecision in 
December, 1933, in which he again 
held against the United States.

MOLL CONTEMPT CASE 
UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Judge Rebukes Political Plea 
by Objectors to Grocer’s 
Parking Lot. 


Politics has nothing to do with 
the merits of a law suit, Circuit 
Judge John W. Joynt said yester- 
day in taking under advisement a 
citation for contempt of court 
against Kurt V. Moll, president of 
the A. Moll Grocer Co., 5659 Delmar 
boulevard, charging him with vio- 
lating an injunction. The injunc- 
tion was issued in 1933 by former 
Circuit Judge Hamilton and pro- 
hibited the Moll firm from operat- 
ing a parking lot at 5664 Enright 
avenue, contrary to a zoning ordi- 
nance. 

Mrs. Mary V. Rhodes, 5658 En- 
right avenue, plaintiff in the  in- 
junction action, and 19 other resi- 
dents of the 5600 and 5700 blocks 
on Enright avenue recently ad- 
dressed a letter to Judge Joynt ask- 
ing that the contempt citation be 
given an early hearing, “so that Mr. 
Moll will know and understand 
whether he will be permitted to ride 
rough shod over the ruling of the 
honorable Court.” The letter fur- 
ther set forth the signers had voted 
the Democratic ticket “in order to 
get a square deal” and pointed out 
that they previously were unable to 
get any action in the matter as- 
serting Moll had been a member of 
former Mayor Miller’s “Committee 
of 75.” 

Judge Joynt, a Democrat, § re- 
buked the signers, stating the caurt 
was not influenced by the political 
‘affiliations of any litigant. He 
added that the objectors were them- 
selves liable for a contempt cita- 
tion in so addressing the Court, but 
he would take no action against 
them, since apparently they lacked 
familiarity with court procedure. 

Answering the citation, Moll ex- 
plained he was guided by counsel 
in the matter and that the acts com- 
plained of “were not acts of con- 
tempt but for the good of the pub- 
lic to relieve congestion in an alley, 
which congestion had been strenu- 
ously objected to by the plaintiff.” 

The Moll firm has an appeal pend- 
ing from the original injunction 
order. The alleged violations took 
place last December.

In appearance the new building 
closely resembles its prototype, the 
rotunda of the company’s Exposi- 
tion as A Century of Progress in 
1934. Its steel framework is the 
game. The covering of the tempo- 
rary structure in Chicago was a 
plaster composite known as sheet 
rock, whereas the wails of the pres- 
ent building, re-designed by Albert 
Kahn, of Detroit, the original archi- 
tect, are of enduring stone. More- 
over, the two wings, each 110 feet 
long by 80 feet wide, flanking it 
north and south, are outwardly 
identical in the permanent structure 
and give it a balance that enhances 
its symmetrical beauty. 

To the imaginative, the building 
suggests a giant set of transmission 
gears. Its outer wall unbroken by 
windows or other openings save the 
five-doored main entrance, the ro- 
tunda rises in a narrowing series 
of four concentric circles of serrat- 
ed outline to a height of 110 feet, 
wifh the first giant “step” a sheer 
80 feet above the ground. The 
foundations reach an equivalent 
depth; for the whole building rests 
on 700 composite piles more than 
100 feet long and 90-foot sections of 
wood driven to bed rock and topped 
with concrete sections averaging 20 
feet in length.

The rotunda actually is a hollow 
cylinder 212 feet in diameter, its 
glassed inner wall forming a circu- 
lar “Court of the World” 90 feet 
across which will be open to the 
sky winter and summer. This court 
is floored with flags of varicolored 
Crab Orchard stone. Its central 
feature is the great “Ford World,” 
familiar to all who visited the Chi- 
cago Exposition—a slowly revolving 
20-foot globe, 12,000 pounds in 
weight, electrically driven and illum- 
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equipment.

~ LOANS BARRED 


Sees ‘‘New and Definite 
Step” in Extension of Ex- 
isting Law for 14 Months, 


He Says.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today the new 
peutrality law, by barring loans to 
warring nations, provided “a new 
and definite step” toward preserv- 

American neutrality. 

The Chief “xecutive issued a for- 
mal statement shortly after sign- 
ing into law legislation extending 
the present neutrality law for 14 
months with the bar on loans 
added. 

The President's statement said: 

“By the resolution approved Aug. 
$i, 1935, a definite step was taken 
toward enabling this country to 
maintain its neutrality and avoid 
being drawn into wars involving 
other nations. 

“It provided that, in the event of 
the executive proclaiming the ex- 
jstence of such a war, thereupon 
an embargo would attach to the 
exportation of arms,, ammunition 
and implements of war destined to 
to any belligerent country. It also 
would authorize the executive to 
warn citizens of this country 
against traveling as passengers on 
yessels of any belligerent except at 
their own risk. 

Neighbor Republics Exempted. 

“By the resolution I have just 
gigned the operation of the Au- 
gust resolution is extended and 
strengthened until May 1, 1937. A 
new and definite step is taken by 
providing in substance that, when 
an embargo becomes effective, ob- 
ligations of any belligerent gov- 
ernment issued after the date of 
the proclamation shall not be pur- 
chased or sold in this country and 
no loan or credit extended to such 
government, byt with authority to 
the executive, if our interests re- 
quire it, to except from the prohi- 
bition commercial credits and short 
time loans: in aid of legal transac- 
tions.

‘‘Cannon Ball” Baker 
Tells How to Drive 
For Saving Gasoline 


Noted Driver Stops Here on Safety 
Trip Across Continent in a 
Graham Crusader. 

Piloting a Graham Crusader, 
“Cannon Ball” Baker, veteran driv- 
er, arrived ir St. Louis the past 
weex on a transcontinental safety 


and economy tour from Boston to 


Los Angeles. 

This is Cannon Ball’s 109th trip 
across the country, most of them 
in the past having been made for 
speed and endurance without an 
accident in his 3,000,000 miles of 
meteoric motoring. But on this 
present trip he is jogging leisurely 
across the continent at a 35-mile-an 
hour gait to spreac the gospel of 
safety and seeking a record in 
economical gasoline consumpton. 

Thus far on his 1792-mile journey 
from Boston ang through key cities 
en route where mayors, Governors 
and others have signed a scroll he 
is carrying indorsing the nation- 
wide traffic safety drive of the Au- 
tomobile Manufag¢turers’ Associa- 
tion, Baker has averaged 25.84 
miles per gallon in his Graham 
Crusader despite the winter con- 
ditions along the route. 

From -Chicago to St. Louis he 
averaged 25.1 miles per gallon, 23 
miles of the 327 mile journey in- 
cluding participation in a Graham 
parade through the heavy traffic 
of Chicago and Oak Park, Il. 

How He Gets Economy. 

Asked how he managed to at- 
tain such economical gas consump- 
tion under present adverse weather 
conditions and icy roads, Baker 
said: 

“First, I’ve got the right tool in 
this Graham Crusader. But there 
also must be brains at the wheel 
to insure both safety and econom- 
ical driving. The automobile indus- 
try gave them speed and they 
couldn’t handle it. Now the trend 
is toward safety and economy. 

“The question now isn’t how fast 
she will go, but how many miles 
per gallon can she get. Over 90 per 
cent of today’s motorists waste gas 
because of, insufficiently warm mo- 
tors. To get good gas mileage, the 
radiator must be covered and the 
motor must be kept hot, anywhere 
from 180 to 200 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Most motors today are around 
130, That's why they don’t give 
the same gas mileage in winter as 
they do in summer.

Regarding safety, Baker warned 
that one of the most common causes 
of traffic accidents is braking after 
the motor is thrown out of gear. | 
“The motor in gear,” he said, “not 


only aids the brakes in stopping a 
car, but provides necessary con- 
trol. Don’t worry about killing the 
engine. It don’t hurt to give the 
starter a little more of a work-out. 
Better kill the engine than kill 
yourself. 

“Don't handle the steering wheel 
listlessly with both hands down on 
it near each other. Grasp it as you 
would a broomstick you are about 
to break, and be ready for any emer- 
gency, remembering that the car 
is going to go where you manhandle 
those front wheels. Wrecked cars 
don’t run or skid off the road. Most 
of them actually. are driven off.”

Pontiac Six and Eight 
Put Through Gasoline 


Economy Test Runs. 


Economy of a 1936 Pontiac mas- 
ter six.sedan was demonstrated re- 
cently in a series of test runs over 
a measured three-mile concrete 
track. Performances up to 24 miles 
per gallon of gasoline were record- 
ed, according to C. P. Simpson, 
general sales manager of the com- 
pany. 

Tests were run and gasoline con- 
sumption recorded at 20, 40, 50, 60 
and 70 miles per hour, the best av- 
erage being 24 miles - per gallon, 
Simpson said. The average for all 
speeds, from 20 to 70 was 17.7 miles 
per gallon. 

“Most motorists maintain an av- 
erage speed of from 40 to 50 miles 
an hour,” Simpson said. At those 
speeds the Pontiac showed the 
very good economy of 17 to 19 
miles per gallon of gas. 

“The Pontiac straight eighth did 
almost as well on the same series 
of runs with a high average of 22 
miles per gallon and an average 
for all five speeds of 16.35 miles per 
gallon. At the normal driving av- 
erages of 40 to 50 miles an hour, 
gasoline consumption varied from 
16 to 18 miles per gallon. 

“Motorists must remember that 
high speed means high gasoline 
consumption, and to get maximum 
economy on. gasoline, oil and wear 
and tear the lower speeds give the 
best results.”

Martin fought 
many bouts and made a lot of 
money for Bronson. Then, just 
as the situation was getting ripe 
for a big gate, Martin was in- 
jured in an auto crash, and his 
career ruined. If memory serves 
us, he never fought again. Jim- 
my Bronson’s gold mine had 
played out. 


Tunney Sent for Bronson. 


TIMMY, however, kept in the 

forefront pretty well and dur- 
ing Gene Tunney’s day it was 
Tunney who sent ror Bronson 
and arranged to have him act as 
adviser in his corner when he 
fought Dempsey.

Trout fishing’s greatest impor- 
tance in Missouri today is consid- 
exed to be a drawing card for the 
State parks and hotels rather than 
for the pure sport of fishing. Ex- 
cellent hotel and cabin accommoda- 
tions are available at the principal 
trout fishing sites. 

All accommodations have been 
reserved for the opening days of 
the season. 

No trout are being distributed by 
the department now excepting to 
the waters on park properties. 
Trout fishing sites are at Bennett 
Spring in Dallas and Laclede Coun- 
ties; Roaring River in Barry Coun- 
ty and Montauk in Dent County. 
Roaring River received the largest 
plantings of the season past, rec- 
ords show, although Bennett Spring 
also received many plantings of le- 
gal size rainbows. 

Approximately 10,000 legal size 
rainbows were released last week 
at Bennett Spring and Roaring 
River parks to augment the ones 
which escaped last year’s hooks. 
Plantings were made at Montauk 
late last fall. 

New Rules Are Announced 

Subsequent to the opening of the 
park season where trout fishing is 
available, the State Park Board 
composed of Gov. Guy B. Park, 
Commissioner Wilbur 


Camping fees shall be 25 cents 
for each 24 hours or fraction there- 
of; camp sites must be cleaned by 
campers before leaving the park. 

Excepting where special rules ap- 
ply, no person shall fish except by 
means of pole or rod and line bait- 
ed with natural or artificial bait; 
salmon eggs prohibited; neither is 
it permissible to bait waters of any 
State park with hamburger or oth- 
er food for the purpose of congre- 
gating fish at certain points to 
later be caught in a legal way. Fish- 
ing is prohibited by all other means 
than with an artificial fly in areas 
posted and set aside as fly fishing 
sanctuaries. 


Hours for Fishing. 


Specia] hours at which time fish- 
ing is permitted will be posted at 
the parks. These will include the 
hours between runrise and sunset. 

The daily limit will be 10 pounds 
of fish with no more than 10 fish. 
Every person shall keep his catch 
on his own string or in his own 
creel. 

Stock and poultry are not to be 
permitted to roam on the parks 
and unleashed dogs are not per- 
mitted on the parks.

CORN STRENGIH 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 29.—Buoyancy that de- 
veloped in corn values helped to raily wheat 
and other grains today at the last. 

The corn market bulge followed Buenos 


Aires cables saying the Argentine Ministry 
of Agriculture is being urged to hoist the 
minimum price of corn to a substantial ex- 
tent. It was also stated that owing to 
hot winds and to locust damage, the 1936 
corn crop in Argentina will be smaller than 
expected. 

Corn closed strong at the day’s top level, 
% to 1 cent above yesterday's finish, May 
61 @61%, wheat unchanged to \% lower. 
May $1.00%, @1.00%; July, 90% @91c; 
oats unchanged and provisions varying from 
20c off to 12c up. 

Buying of May and July corn for cash 
interests disclosed that pit offerings were 
small, and that it was difficult to fill pur- 
chase orders unless prices were advanced. 
Notice was also taken of the fact that the 
domestic visible supply of corn has been 
reduced to the smallest volume on record 
for this time of year. Furthermore, the 
primary movement of corn is moderate, and 
rural offerings to arrive are decidedly 


scant. 

Giving further upward impetus to the 
corn market was the fact that shipping 
sales of corn here were fairly large. Talk 
was current, too, that bearish sentiment 
as to corn had been excessive, owing to 
widespread belief, possibly incorrect, that 
a large country movement of low-grade 
corn was threatened. 

Wheat prices ranged lower most of the 
day largely because of word that Canadian 
export business amounted to less than 200,- 
000 bushels. Another bearish factor was 
announcement the Santa Fe Railroad esti- 
mated Kansas stands to reap probably 
131,000,000 bushels of wheat this year, 
against about 60,000,000 last year, and 
80,000,000 in 1934. The 1928-32 average, 
however, was 177,430,000 bushels. 

Provisions were easy, responsive to hog 

rket downturns. 
wheat. futures purchases yesterday to- 
taled 10,519,000 bushels, corn 1,215,000. 
Open interest in wheat was 102,909,000 
bushels, and in corn 24,181,000.

Demand was general from 
practically all consuming sources and be- 
cause it exceeded smelters’ daily ore in- 
take, a waiting list of buyers was expected 
to be carried over the week-end. 

Purchases were mostly for March re- 
quirements but some business was placed 
for April delivery when books were opened 
for this position late in the week. 

Active covering prior to a $1 per ton 
mark-up in zinc prices on Tuesday account- 
ed for the bulk of the business in this 
market. The advance, the first price 
change since November, had been made 
possible by firmness at London in the pre- 
ceding week. 

A midweek rise of lc per pound in tin 
followed by a partial decline reflected wide 
fluctuations at London, where scarctiy of 
spot metal was reported, 

Copper was in fair demand but there 
was no change in the domestic price situa- 
tion with metal supplied by producers still 
quoting at 9%c for electrolytic, although 
others maintained a %c premium over 
this basis. The foreign market was rela- 
tively more active at around the 9c level. 
Consumers were believed to have supplied 
the bulk of their needs for the next few 
months on previous buying movements. 

The undertone in antimony was easier 
as a result of a reduction of %c in the 
price for shipment from China and on 
American grades here. Chinese grades on 
the spot were maintained unchanged, how- 
ever, owing to small supplies. 

Steel ingot production experienced a fur- 
ther slight gain partly in anticipation of 
improved spring requirements and also be- 
cause of continued good demand from rail- 
roads and the construction industry. Buy- 
ing by automobile manufacturers remained 
limited, but improvement is predicted for 
March. Price outlook remained uncertain, 
some weakness teing reported.in finished 
steel but rising scrap prices ofset this to

today. “Compared with the previous 
month the value of residential build- 
ings for which permits were issued 
in January shows an increase of 
28.7 per cent,” she said. “A marked 
gain was also registered in the 
value of permits issued for addi- 
tions, alterations, and repairs to ex- 
isting structures. These increases, 
however, were partly offset by a de- 
crease of 19.8 per cent in the value 
of new non-residential construction. 
The total value of building permits 
issued in January was 2.7 per cent 
above the December level but was 
122.5 per cent greater than in the 
corresponding month of last year. 

“More than two and one-half 
times as many family-dwelling units 
will be provided in the new build- 
ings for which permits were issued 
in January than were provided by 
the buildings for which permits 
were issued in January, 1935. The 
number of family-dwelling units 
provided in January, 1936, exceeds 
that of any corresponding month 
since 1931.” 

These figures are based on re- 
ports received by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics from 780 identical 
cities with a population of 10,000 
or over. The percent of change

This is truly wise 
planning where the initial outlay is limited 
to a definite amount and~the owner does 
not wish to sacrifice either materials or 
workmanship. 

A house that is well planned and built 
takes very kindly to additions, since they 
will not interfere with the main lines. The 
result is a complete and harmonious entity 
which has not been marred by the use of 
cheap materials or shoddy workmanship. 

Brick and half-timber style of architecture 
is definitely English and particularly suitea 
to a wooded section. A house of this type 
is characterized by a certain strength and 
lasting quality and is decorative outside 
as well as inside. The wood trim is carried 
out in beamed ceilings, paneling and stair- 
case on the interior. 

The home pictured and planned here looks 
forward definitely to enlargement in the fu- 
ture..

HE entrance is under a slight overhang.

Here a flight of stairs 
leads to the second floor and connects with

HE plans for this half-timber house are 
T nnnsuat in many ways. The kitchen has 
been brought to the front and faces the 
street. This arrangement allows maximum 
quiet and privacy for all the living rooms. 
The logical exposure for this house is north- 
ern, thus giving practically all the rooms a 
southern exposure at the back. The bedroom 
with the dormer window is the only one 
that faces north, but additional windows on 
another side minimize any bleakness that 
this room might have.

The heating 
system is forced warm air, with a view to 
future air cooling for the summer. The 
house contains 39,000 cubic feet and the cost 
is figured at 32 cents per cubic foot. 

Care must be taken not to overcrowd the 
paneled living room. Three distinct furni- 
ture groupings are possible since the fire- 
place calls for balance in other parts of 
the room. These groups may center about 
a piano and a large sofa. Lighting and floor 
outlets are of great importance in this 
room. As has been suggested, the master 
bedroom may also be a sitting room by add- 
ing a small sofa and a knee-hole desk to 
the furnishings, The bay window in the 
south bedroom suggests a draped dressing 
table with a small mirror which will not 
interfere with the ventilation. 

To insure privacy for the living quarters 
a garden with high planting at the back is 
suggested. If the lot happens to be fairly 
deep the garden may be turned into an out- 
door living room with grouped flower beds, 
leaving the center a smooth sweep of lawn.

Height Important 
In Work Tables 


If you ever wondered why you 
were tired after a session in the 
kitchen you may have overlooked 
the fact that your work surfaces 
were either too high or too low. 
Properly adjusted work height 
eliminates strain on back or arm 
muscles and helps maintain good 
posture. 

Cabinet tops, counters, or ranges 
should be at least thirty-six inches 
from the floor. Table heights should 
be eight inches below the worker's 
elbow. Counters should not be 
less than twenty-four inches deep 
to provide sufficient circular work 
space. 

Be sure to see that your sink 
cabinet is not set flush with the 
floor if there is no projection edge 
at the bottom to provide “toe 
room.”

There is an old saying that an 
extremely cold winter means an 
early spring, so the retailers have 
decided to launch their style sea- 
son slightly in advance official date 
get by the calendar as the first 
day of spring, thus giving their 
patrons an opportunity to get the 
maximum of service from their 
wardrobes. 

The merchandise which the re- 
tailers have assembled for their 
formal spring presentations repre- 
sents the high style of the leading 
designers both in America and 
abroad. Care has been taken to se- 
lect types which not only have a 
definite appeal as being extremely 
new and interesting but which are 
especially adapted to needs in St. 
Louis. 

A survey of the fashions in ad- 
vance of the showing indicates that 
all of the important style trends 
have been included, so that a va- 
riety of modes is available. The 
mannish types which have been ex- 
ploited so generously are featured 
but the retailers have added suf- 
ficient feminine frills to relieve the 
severity of these masculine adapta- 
tions. Everything is decidedly new 
in its appeal, there being few traces 
of last spring’s trends to dissuade 
women from making purchases. In 
fact, the colorful features of the 
clothes and their vivacity of lines 
will be deciding factors in the en- 
thusiasm with which women greet

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A glance at the fashions illus- 
trated on this page convinces of 
the great variety available in the 
St. Louis shops. There are many 
different suit styles, for example, 
so that the woman who does not 
want to be strictly tailored may 
have a suit costume.

Whether a woman chooses navy 
or gray or beige as the basis of 
her spring wardrobe isn’t so im- 
portant this spring as her choice 
of accent shades.

Feathers and Flowers Trim Millinery 


Back in the Gay Nineties a wom- 
an was more concerned about the 
trimming of her new spring hat 


than she was of its color or shape. 
Much the same decorative interest 
exists this spring when trimming 
has returned to favor and even the 
most mannish derby must have its 
perky veil. 

«Feathers, flowers and veils share 
honors in supplying the adornments 
for spring hats. The feathers are 
used for hats to wear with dressy 
suits and the flowers for chapeaux 
that accompany lovely frocks. As 
for the veils, they go along with 
the feathers and flowers or do quite 
well with the aid of some colorful 
ribbon. ' 

It is not uncommon to see two 
complete little birds posed against 
the sides of a crown. A contrast 
in color is a sign of chic, so one 
may be green and another red 
while the straw which they bedeck 
is navy blue. These tiny birds lay 
flat against the hat in contrast to 
the pose of larger wings that have 
a fly-away position. Wings often 
are lacquered and placed at the 
front of a sleek straw sailor. 

The flower trimming is as diver- 
sified as the styles of hats on which 
it is used. Realism is a character- 


istic that is much in vogue. Re- 
gardless of size, flowers resemble 
genuine botanical types. There are 
stick-ups, for example, which look 
like hyacinths both in shape and 
color. White narcissus-like -clus- 
ters have yellow centers and are 
posed in a solid mass at the front 
of a drooping brimmed model or in 
tight, little bunches at either side.

Flower turbans are exploited for 
late afternoon and evening wear, 
the violet hat being the most fa- 
vored.

The light tan shades are the most 
tailored of the new tones in foot- 
wear but they are not always the 
brightest. Here and there is seen 
a shoe of green that hints at much 
gayety and it is said that as the 
geason advances more green and 
other high shades will be shown. 
Even dark brown has become more 
interesting because bronze effects 
are advocated. 

Patent leather attains new laurels 
since it is no longer confined to 
black. Navy and brown patent are 
featured extensively, especially in 
the plain pump style, while lighter 
shades are being used for trim- 
ming. 

The biggest change that has 
taken place this spring in the lines 
of shoes is the squareness of toes 
and heels. Where this square style 
was confined to youthful “flats” un- 
til recent months now it is included 
in dressier daytime types. The 
woman who wants square lines but 
can't wear low heels can get a 
smart looking pair of high heeled 
ties or built-up pumps that give 
her the trim, tailored appearance 
and have certain dignity. Many 
shoes which are not. definitely 
square across the toes have a wide 
toe that contributes to a stubby 
appearance. 

Ties, pull-on types that resemble 
old-fashioned house slippers, built- 
up pumps with gores and tongues, 
strap models of various types and 
numerous p/xin pumps are included 
in the spring styles.

Striking Designs 
And New Effects 


PARIS, Feb. 14. 
BYSSINIAN and Chinese de-

trees splash the new 1936 prints 
which will make the coming spring 
fashion collections. 

Silhouette prints and -aquarelles 
(water color drawing designs) are 
other new effects which appear in 
the season’s prints. . 

Fabric designers seem to hav 
used “everything under the sun” 
as a design motif on the new silks 
to provide a change from the over- 
worked flower patterns. One de- 
signer sometimes puts a dozen dif- 
ferent figures in one print. 

A four-leaf clover, coral branch, 
bow and arrow, needle and thread, 
star, anchor, flag, heart and straw- 
berry all appear in white, char- 
treuse, rose, blue and beige silhou- 
ettes on,one brown crepe. Singing 
yellow and white ducks with a 
scale of musical notes flying out of 
their bills, gay red and gray danc- 
ing harlequins and multicolored 
puzzle maps appear on the dark 
grounds of others. 

An Abyssinian print splashed with 
negresses, bushes and lions and Chi- 
nese prints embroidered and printed 
in Chinese figures are other novel- 
ties, while prints patterned with 
colored parrots and bees printed 
behind a dark barred weave repre- 
senting the cage or the honeycomb 
are among the most intriguing of 
the new designs. Leaf prints so 
realistic they even have colored 
worm holes patterned over a white 
background are also shown. 

Aquarelles have been launched as 
something new in prints. In soft 
shaded tintings which look as 
though they had been handpainted 
on the crepe instead of stamped, 
and outlined with what looks like 
fine black ink tracery, they make 
striking effects. Aquarelle morning 
glories, roses and other old-fash- 
ioned flewers are splashed sparing- 
ly over crepes, leaving wide spaces 
between. 

Bianchinni has launched new 
flower prints which vary in design 
from a tiny sprig of lily of the val- 
ley appearing about once every foot 
to huge morning glories or bouquets 
of roses. Some of the biggest flower 
prints Paris has used in years ap- 
pear in the collection.

LONDON.—English women have 
smaller and lower waists, and their 
hips are wider than their long- 
legged sisters in America, says 
Miss Faie Jarman, New York de- 
partment store stylist, on a visit 
here. 

“The English girl’s torso _ still 
conforms to the traditional femi- 
nine standard,” she said, “while the 
American girl is becoming more 
and more masculine. 

“In England, girls’ shoulders are 
narrower, their hips wider and 
their waists smaller and lower than 
in the United States. 

“The physical measurements of 
English and American women di- 
verge so greatly, in fact, that no 
common standard can be reached 
for average sizes in dresses, cos- 
tumes or hats.” 


Bowler Hats 


The bowler hat is now about a 
hundred years old, and its origin is 
an interesting one. It was first 
called a “coke” and was designed 
by William Coke, Esq., who went 
very well to hounds in Leicester- 
shire in the middle of the last 
century. Mr. Coke designed the 
hat for riding, especially for hunt- 
ing on less formal occasions when 
the tophat was (and is) out of 
place. The hunting bowler is still 
very much worn. Later the Earl of 
Derby started wearing the bowler 
in town and as it had general ac- 
ceptance in London it became 
known as the “derby” by which 
name it is now generally referred 
to in this cotintry. Though the 
hat was originally designed - for 
country wear it is now more gen- 
erally seen in town.

Selection of a chairman 
for each ward in the city and each 
principal community in the county 
has been undertaken, with the ex- 
pectation of having representatives 
eventually in every voting precinct. 

In the solicitation of funds for 
the commission’s activity about half 
of the quota set for St. Louis has 
been raised. The’ State headquar- 
ters of the federation, of which E. 
Sydney Stephens is president, is at 
Columbia.

AT CITY ART MUSEUM 


47 Pictures, by 17 Masters of 
Eighteenth Century, Put 
on Display. 


A collection of the work of Vene- 
tian painters of the eighteenth 
century, assembled by Meyric R. 
Rogers, director of City Art Mu- 
seum in Forest Park, through 
loans from other museums, collec- 
tors and dealers, was placed on view 
at the museum yesterday, to remain 
throughout March. 

The 47 paintings, by 17 artists, 
present a rather thorough-going 
survey of the art of Venice in the 
waning days of its glory, the cen- 


tury which ended with its conquest 
by Napoleon. The period is one 
which has not enjoyed any great 
degree of appreciation, although the 
names Tiepolo, Canaletto and Guar- 
di will be familiar, but it is one 
which has claimed the special in- 
terest of Rogers, who senses a 
growing appreciation of its signif- 
cance. 

Play Cty of Europe. 
Venice, until the close of the 
eighteenth century, was the play 
city of Europe. To carnivals and 
festivals, which occupied more than 
half of the year, went pleasure- 
seekers from far and wide. Such 
commercial and mercantile activi- 
ties as were conducted were left to 
the common people, while the de- 
scendants of the great trading fam- 
ilies of past years drew on their 
accumulated fortunes and devoted 
themselves to lives of pleasure. So 
reluctant were they to undertake 
serious business, Rogers relates in 
a foreword to the catalogue, that 
the last Doge, Lodovico Manin, 
burst into tears when he was no- 
tified that it would be necessary 
for him to assume the government 
of the Republic. 

“Such a social atmosphere in 
league with the languorous climate 
and magic beauty of the ancient 
city,” Rogers writes, “brought a con- 
tinuous stream of foreigners eager 
to share this carefree life or to 
profit by the indiscretions of oth- 
ers. Adventurers, sharpers and 
tricksters of every kind and race 
gathered here to rub shoulders un- 
der the protection of the carnival 
mask with the pleasure-bent aris- 
tocracy of Europe. 

“Under such auspices, the art of 
painting could take no profound 
way, no matter what talents were 
employed. The artist could do no 
other than celebrate the life around 
him, the daily current of gay in- 
trigue, the pageantry of the in- 
numerable festivals, the  pictur- 
esqueness of the city itself, bathed 
in its soft yet brilliant atmosphere, 
and the sparkle and variety of its 
water-borne activity. Charm, rather 
than power, is, theréfore, the es- 
sence of their art.” 

Details of Pictures. 

It-is an exhibition of such 
painting that Rogers has assembled 
for the display. A page of photo- 
graphs of pictures in the collection 
is reproduced in the rotogravure 
section of today’s Post-Dispatch. 
There are six pictures by Giovan- 
ni Battista Tiepolo, including the 
museum’s own “Allegory of the 
Poet Soderini.” His finely painted 
“Portrait of a Girl with a Parrot” 
is one of the few portraits in the 
collection and the only one of any 
distinction. His other pictures are 
a representation of Venus and Vul- 
can, the. apparition of the angel to 
Hagar and Ishmael, the Last Sup- 
per scene, and a Madonna and 
Child. One picture by Tiepolo’s son, 
Giovanni Domenico, a _ grandiose 
view of Antony and Cleopatra 
leaving agalley is shown. 

Canaletto (Antonio Canale) and 
Francesco Guardi are represented 
chiefly by their views of Venice, 
the canals, the Pantheon, the plazas, 
the churches. There are three pic- 
tures from the brush of Canaletto, 
and one by Guardi. 

One of the major festivals is de- 
picted by Guardi in his “Festival 
of the Bucentaur,” celebrated on 
Ascension day in memory of the 
departure of Venetian forces on a 
successful expedition of conquest 
on Ascension day in the year 1000. 
The Doge’s ornate barge, more col- 
orful and imaginative than any 
Veiled Prophet float, is shown be- 
ing rowed out into the Adriatic, 
where it was the custom for the 
Doge to throw a ring into the 
water, symbolizing the wedding of 
Venice and the sea. 

Other Pictures Shown. 

Francesco Guardi’s older and 
less famed brother, Giovanni An- 
tonio, is represented with one pic- 
ture, a portrait of the Holy Family. 

Among the landscape artists 
there are Sebastiano Ricci and his 
nephew, Marco, regarded as re- 
sponsible for the revival of the 
Venetian landscape, and shown with 
their work are two landscapes by 
Alessandro Magnasco, a Genoese, 
whose style profoundly influenced 
their painting. 

Four pictures by Pietro Longhi, 
intimate domestic scenes of the 
time, have a homely personal qual- 
ity which lends particular interest 
despite the stilted arrangement and 
stiff-necked appearance of his bad- 
ly drawn figures. 

Others included in the exhibition 
are Bernardo Bellotto, Rosalba Car- 
riera, Allessandro Longhi, Michele 
Marieschi, Giovanni Battista Piaz- 
zetta, Gaspari Traversi and Fran- 
cisco Zuccarelli. 


Indian Bible Translation of 1663.

LONDON, Feb. 29.—A_seven- 
teenth century American book is 
being preserved by a London li- 
brary as one of its rarest relics. It 
is a Bible in the dead language of 
a vanished tribe of Massachusetts 
Indians, and is owned by the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. The 
book is the work of John Eliot, 
“Apostie of the Indians," who in

One would have to possess the 
gift of prophecy to know what 
would happen in Italy, if Fascism 
were to fall tomorrow. But in 
the midst of all the uncertainties 
which present themselves to the 
minds of those who seek to fore- 
see the future, the only thing 
which seems to me certain is that 
Bolshevism has no chance of 


The Bolshevist danger in Italy 
is imaginary today, as it was after 
the war. It only arouses so much 
Year because the reasons why Bol- 
seized the power in 
Russia are not generally known. 
There is no analogy between the 
Russia of 1917 and the Italy of 

1936. ‘ 

Bolshevism was able to seize 
the power in 1917 because there 
was a powerful revolutionary So- 
cialist party in Russia. For 30 
years this party had fought 
against Czarism by every means: 
outrages, riots, insurrections, 
strikes, clandestine press, secret 
societies. The victims of this 30 
years’ war were innumerable on 
both sides: high functionaries of 
the Empire assassinated, Social- 
ists condemned to death, Siberia 
or prison, or forced into exile. 

In this implacable conflict, a 
veritable revolutionary staff, 
strongly organized, had formed 
itself in the heart of the Socialist 
party, and when Czarism had col- 
was able to seize the 
vacant power by force. 

Nothing of this kind exists in 
Italy. The power is not vacant; 
and there is nothing to make us 
think it will be in the near future, 
&s it was in 1917 in Russia. 


No Party to Seize Power. 

In any case such a vacancy as 
rendered the Bolshevist coup pos- 
Bible in Russia, is not an inevi- 
table event in Italy,in spite of the 
war. But even if at a certain 
moment the power should remain 
Vacant, there is neither in Italy 
hor among the emigrants abroad 
any revolutienary-Socialist party 
which could play the part of the 
Russian Socialist party in 1917. 

. Abroad there are still the re- 
Mains of \the Italian Socialist 
party which existed before the 
War and which Fascism has de- 
Stroyed. But the Italian pre-war 


tionary party; it was a reforma- 
tive and semi-bourgeois party. 

It largely resembled the mod- 
erate wing of the Labor party. It 
had no secret societies, It organ- 
ized no outrages, riots or revolts. 
Its activities were confined to

Germany’s Opportunity. 

Bolshevism took possession of 
Russia at one of the most agitated 
moments in the history of the 
world, at the end of the World 
War. In that unique moment of 
general dissolution it found a for- 
midable ally, who gave it arms, 
money, and all possible support: 
Germany. 

Imperial Germany, who knew 
Russia far better than her west- 
ern allies did, saw in the triumph 
of the Russian revolutionary So- 
cialist party the means of detach- 
ing Russia from the alliance. 

She was not mistaken. With- 
out the intervention of the 
United States the Bolshevist coup 
d’etat of October, 1917, probably 
would have turned the scale of 
the World War in favor of Ger- 
many. Bolshevism then seized the 
power, with the help and as the 
ally of Imperial Germany, who 
used it to strike the ancient allies 
of Czarist Russia. 

Whether without the aid of 
Germany it would have succeeded 
or failed, is an insoluble problem. 
One can only make more or less 
probable conjectures on this point. 

But it is impossible to deny 
that the support of Germany was

HE Constitution, which as a youth in 
7 high school he recited from memory, 
Norman Thomas would today change for 
the specific purpose of adapting it to a pro- 
gram of social legislation. His is a straight- 
forward proposal for a positive grant of 
power to Congress, without resort to the 
doubtful expedient of trying to make such 
legislation effective through a Congressional 
curb on the power of the Supreme Court to 

review it and pass on its constitutionality. 
However vaguely or cautiously other poli- 
ticians and public men may hint at amend- 
ment of the Constitution, there can be no 
doubt where Norman Thomas stands as leader 
of the Socialist party. He is ready to go 
before the people as a Presidential candidate 
for the third time, if his party wishes, to ad- 
vocate an amendment which would empower 
Congress to enact the kind of laws for social 


| and economic welfare which he thinks are 


called for by the times. 

The amendment already has been wide- 
ly circulated in Socialist and other “‘lib- 
eral’’ quarters, and Thomas has no doubt 
that it will be an important plank in the 
Socialist platform this year, although the 
actual language, but not the principle as 
here stated, may be altered somewhat, 


An Intimate Picture

With almost boyish enthusiasm the schol- 
arly Socialist expounded his views to the

His temperate 
tone, his calm manner, make a strong ap- 
peal to earnest students of public affairs, 
but probably will not attract to his party ban- 
ner many of the great mass of those who re- 
spond only to attacks on their emotions.

TEXT OF PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


| core sah ocane is the text of a proposed 

amendment to the Constitution, 
which Norman Thomas, in the accompany- 
ing interview, said would be indorsed in 
the Socialist national platform this year, 
having as its purpose a broad grant of 
power to Congress to’ promote the social 
welfare of the nation: 


ECTION 1. The Congress shall 
have power to establish uniform 

laws throughout the United States to 
regulate, limit, and prohibit the labor of 
persons under 18 years of age; to limit the 
work time and establish minimum com- 
pensation of wage earners; to provide for 
the relief of the aged, invalided, sick, and 
unemployed wage earners and employes in 
the form of periodical grants, pensions, 
benefits, compensations, or indemnities from 
the Public Treasury (and) from contribu- 
tions of employers; to establish and take 
over natural resources, properties, and en- 


terprises in manufacture, mining, com- 
merce, transportation, banking, public 
utilities, and other business to be owned 
and operated by the Government of the 
United States or agencies thereof for the 
benefit of the people, and generally for 
the social and economic welfare of the 
workers, farmers and the consumers. 

‘Section 2. The power of the several 
states to enact social-welfare legislation is 
unimpaired by this article, but no such leg- 
islation shall abridge or conflict with any 
Act of Congress under this article.” 

The Socialist party, Thomas said, will 
urge the adoption of this amendment 
through the procedure for amendment pro- 
vided in the Constitution, that is, the sub- 
mission of the proposal by Congress to the 
states for ratification. It requires a two- 
thirds vote of both Houses of Congress to 
submit an amendment, and ratification by 
three-fourths of the states to make it ef- 
fective. 


regulate or prohibit child labor, to regulate 
hours and wages of labor, to provide age 
and unemployment benefits; also, to estab- 
lish and take over and operate industries and 
businesses and natural resources. 

“We Socialists are in favor of a positive 
grant of power to Congress,’’ Thomas said, 
“and not a negative deprivation of the Su- 
preme Court’s power to pass on acts of Con- 
gress. There is a serious question as to how 
far Congress can go under the Constitution 
in the direction of curbing the Supreme Court 
by regulating jurisdiction. Nothing would 
be settled by the suggestions of Senator Nor- 
ris and others to try to limit the powers of 
the Court. Those plans would fail, we would 
still have the question of states’ rights on 
which many social-welfare acts have been 
wrecked.”’ 

Moreover, Thomas thought the power of the 
Supreme Court should not be surreptitiously 
curtailed. It should remain unimpaired to 
protect the “civil rights’’ of the people guar-

Who designed the Missouri seal? Inability to an- 
swer should cause no one to hang his head. For all 
these many years, the identity of the architect of that 
official stamp has been unknown. But recognition 
at last goes where it is due. Thanks to the pains- 
taking research by Roy T. King of the staff of the 
State Historical Society at Columbia, it can now be 
said beyond question that the long nameless designer 
was Robert William Wells, Missouri’s second Federal 
Judge and prominent in the State’s public affairs 
until h eath at the close of the Civil War. 

As Mr. King shows in his admirable article in the 
current Missouri Historical Review, others have been 
wrongly hailed as fashioners of the seal, among them

Tucker, a Judge of the long ago. Here are the facts 
as contained in a letter written by Judge Wells and 
printed in the Jefferson City Metropolitan, March 23, 
1847, and now brought to light by Mr. King:

THE OLDER GENERATION. 

Boys and girls who have been worried about the 
wildness of the older generation are feeling better 
now. There are signs that Dad and Mother are 
beginning to tame down. It looks that way to Mar- 
gery Wilson, New York psychologist, who has been 
making a survey. She told the National Association 
of Administrative Women in Education the other day 
that grownups are not as giddy as they used to be 
and are showing more respect for their children and 
are getting so that they will listen to advice.

ETER GRIMSEN, small Danish farmer, 
Pana his good wife Meta had seen the 

shining vision of the Land of Opportun- 
ity, the poor man’s haven, where merely for 
the asking one could have 160 rich-soiled 
acres without a stone. Three years of un- 
availing toil on a rocky little farm in Mas- 
sachusetts had greatly dimmed the vision, 
and they were homesick among strangers 
who looked on them as queer and shunned 
them. But how could they go back defeat- 
ed to face their old-time neighbors with only 
empty hands to show? 

There seemed to be no other way but 
to rebuild the shattered dream as best they 
might; and there were hopeful rumors for 
the building. Far westward in a country 
called Nebraska—terrifyingly far from Den- 
mark, where they longed to be—one could 
stand and look about him to the sky-rim, 
seeing only fruitful earth, without a single 
rock! 

Why not “take all to Nebraska,” where 
corn and wheat and hogs and cattle throve, 
and a willing man, who loved the soil as 
Peter did, could rear his children in the lap 
of plenty? 

But Peter had come a bit too late to have 
such land for the asking, for this was in the 
latter ‘90s, when the voices of bucolic Jere- 
miahs were heard in the-land and Populism 
flourished, although one gathers from his 
story that Peter, in his isolation as a for- 
eigner, was not aware. 
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The soil was there in plenty, and even 
the occasional drouth and hot winds could 
not defeat the goodness of the generous 
earth. But Peter was a tenant farmer, and 
prices had a discouraging way of being 
ridiculously low when Peter had anything 
to sell. As one reader knows, because he 
lived not far from Peter Grimsen at the 
time, a farmer and his wife and all his 
children might work from the gray of dawn 
till sundown, all through the planting and 
the growing and the harvest seasons, doing 
the chores by lantern light; and in the fall 
there might be whopping stacks of corn— 
the cheapest fuel on the market—and many 
hogs to fatten on it; but even so, a man 
might find himself no richer for his efforts, 
if indeed he did not grow poorer with in- 
creasing debt, as very many did. 

It is clear, without the information given 
by the publisher, that Sophus Winther, who 
tells the story of Peter Grimsen, was living 
on a farm in Eastern Nebraska in those 
years; and it seems very likely that he lived 
on Peter Grimsen’s farm—or, what is just 
the same, the next one to it. No man could 
draw the picture so faithfully save from his 
own vivid memories, and no one could cre- 
ate from hearsay the skinflint landlord and 
the meanly scheming money lender—types 
familiar in those years—and make them live 
as Sophus Winther does. 

It is a pathetic tale; but in the final, com- 
prehensive view, one cannot call it sordid. 
Something distinctly noble somehow rises 
from the completed whole. Even though 
Sophus Winther had nothing of the creative 
seeing of the artist in him, Time itself has a 
way like art’s. In the long view of nearly 40 
years, the essential human pattern has 


grown clearer—and an abiding truth shines 
brightly over the sorry clutter of remem- 
bered fact.

Bank Clearings Increase. 

Indices of business activity men- 
tioned in the study included bank 
clearings, which totaled $3,940,653,-, 
787 last year, an increase of 14.2 per 
cent: building permits, which num- 
bered 4838, an increase of 30.8 per 
cent, while the dollar volume rose 
131 per cent to $11,355,867; an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the con- 
sumption of industrial’ electricity 
and a decline of 15 per cent in busi- 
ness failures which totaled 75 for 
the year.

There are many other reasons 
which render a Bolshevist revolu- 
tion impossible in Italy. For exam- 
ple, the economic structure of the 
country. Italy is an overpopulated 
country, having few natural re- 
sources, obliged to live principally 
on the efforts of her own intelli- 
gence, and unable to permit herself 
the luxury of such uncertain and 
costly economic experiments as

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rights was recognized by Thomas, 
but the consequences did not worry 
him. 

“In the first place,” he _ said, 
“property rights are just as secure 
in other free nations without con- 
stitutional guarantees as in the 
United States. In the second place, 
we Socialists think that the relative 
importance of property rights has 
been overemphasized; 
courts have placed an interpreta- 
tion on the ‘due process’ clause that 
was never intended by the framers 
of the first 10 amendments known 
as the bill of rights. 


Property Ownership. 


“In the third place, we advocate 
a new system of property owner- 
ship, in which natural resources 
and the principal means of. produc- 
tion would be socially (publicly) 
owned. 

“We would not deny the individu- 
al the right to own private prop- 
erty. - No Socialist government has 
ever denied that right. Even in 
Russia they are permitting indi- 
vidual ownership of property and 
are broadening the privileges. 

“But we do wish to make it 
impossible for private ownership of 
property to carry with it the power 
to control the means of livelihood 
of individuals and to exploit the 
labor of others. 

“We recognize the right of prop- 
erty ownership as a human right 
to this extent: the right to own and 
enjoy that which one may use for 
his own adequate life, but not own- 
ership of the means of profiting 
from the labor of others.” 


Question of Security. 


The security of property rights, 
then, under a_ Socialist regime 
would be vastly different from un- 
der the present system of the prac- 
tically unlimited right to own and 
use property as one sees fit. (Ex- 
cept as restricted by the ordinary 
code of law.) 

No one could say that property 
rights were less secure in England 
than in the United States, he 
thought, and in the Scandinavian 
countries with their Socialist tend- 
encies there was ample protection 
for property. As for countries un- 
der dictatorships, as Germany un- 
der Hitler and Italy under Musso- 
lini, there was no protection for 
any rights, and he thought the de- 
fenders in this country of the “prop- 
erty right of exploitation” would 
not hesitate to employ Fascism and 
dictatorship in the effort to retain 
their economic advantage. 


Views of “Due Process” Clause. 

As an example of what he 
LSnongnt was an erroneous interpre- 
|tation of the “due process” clause 
of the “Bill of Rights” Thomas said 
the clause was never intended to se- 
cure a return, arbitrarily deter- 
mined to be “reasonable,” to the 
private owners of public utilities. 

The fifth and fourteenth amend- 
ments are the sources of the prin- 
cipal property rights guarantees in 
the Constitution. The fifth amend- 
ment provides that, “No person 
shall . . be deprived of life, lib- 
erty, or property, without due 
process of law; nor shall private 
property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation.” This 
is a restriction upon Congress. 

In the fourteenth amendment, 
which similarly restrains the States, 
‘it is provided: “Nor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, liberty, 


or property, without due process of | 


law.” 

In practice, especially with refer- 
ence to public utilities, interpreta- 
tion of the due process clause has 
resulted in complicated considera- 
tions wherein disputed elements of 
value have often been resolved in 
favor of private owners and against 


_the assertion of public power. 


Thomas thought that due process 
should mean only that the parties 
concerned were entitled to their 


statutes as the legislative authority 
had prescribed. 
People and Legislature. 

The control of the people over 
the legislature should be ample pro- 
tection against invasion of property 
rights, he thought, since an unpop- 
ular legislature could be replaced 
within a short time by the voters; 
but for the voters to remain free 
to exercise their control over the 
legislature it was essential that the 
“civil liberties” be jealousy safe-

Socialists’ Proposal 
To Amend Constitution 


As to the right of the individual 
to contract for the sale of his la- 
bor on terms satisfactory to him- 
self and the other party, which be- 
longs in the category of property 
rights, and which would be con- 
structively violated by a minimum 
wage or maximum hours law, 
Thomas merely remarked, “That 
so-called. right of contract is large- 
ly a fiction.” 

He meant that the individual 
worker, the individual farmer, the 
individual little merchant, has lit- 
tle to say under present conditions 
about the amount of his wages or 
the price he is to receive for his 
products or merchandise. The So- 
cialist leader could see no loss to 
the public in the delegation to 
Congress of power over these 
phases of economic life. 


The Socialist program, of course, 
would call for public ownership of 
all utility services, transportation 
facilities, natural resources and 
major production enterprises, with 
the intention of removing from 
them the possibility of exploitation 
by private owners. 

Federal Power. 


Thomas thought that under the 
proposed amendment the Federal 
Government after all would have 
no more power over the economic 
life of the nation than is now pos- 
sessed by the various state govern- 
ments under their inherent police 
powers. The Supreme Court has 
construed those powers very broad- 
ly, he said, pointing to the decisions 
upholding the New York State milk 
control legislation and the Minne- 
sota mortgage moratorium law. 


Thomas was pleased with the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA) 
case, believing that the principle 
there upheld, although narrowly 
limited in its application to the 
particular circumstances of the 
sale of power generated at the Wil- 
son Dam, pointed to the power of 
the Government to acquire natural 
resources for the “national defense” 
and operate them. 

“In view of that decision,” he said 
laughingly, “we Socialists may be- 
come the country’s greatest ‘mili- 
tarists,’ that is, in the respect of 
advocating preparedness for nNna- 
tional defense based on Government 
ownership of the m potential 
means of national defense.” Quite 
an anomaly for a party traditional- 
ly devoted to the principle of peace 
almost at any price. 

egg orgs os of the Constitution 
now ‘to enable Congress to deal 
in a national way with social and 
economic phenomena of this indus- 
trial and machine age was thought 
by Thomas to be a wise provision 
for the maintenance of peaceable 
and orderly development of Ameri- 
can government. It would be a 
recognition of the adaptability of 
the government to changing condi- 
tions. To fail now to thange the 
Constitution to adapt it to the needs 
of the times might be to store up 
trouble for a time when the pres- 
sure of public opinion would over- 
whelm the counsel of patience. 

Dred Scott Decision and War. 

“If it had not been for the Dred 
Scott decision,” he said, “we might 
have avoided the Civil War. And in 
time slavery might have died a nat- 
ural death and probably would have 
been ‘deader’ in actual practice 
than it is today.” (He referred to 
existing conditions concerning civil 
rights of Negroes in some states.) 

Thomas has no patience with 


‘those who oppose amendment of the 


Constitution on the ground of pro- 
fessed reverence for the instrument. 

Of a certain class of such op- 
ponents, he observed scornfully in 
his address before the convention 
of educators: “We now have the 
religion of the Constitution, though 
its preachers don’t really believe in 
it, but merely wish that we should 
worship while they take up the col- 
lection.”

It was not until Mrs. —— ap- 
peared that any attempt was made 
to obtain an indictment for crim- 
inal attack. She was persuaded to 
testify, the writer was told by a 
family friend in whose household 
she lived, because “she was just an 
ignorant girl with no position to 
lose.” 

Nor was it until the indictments 
were returned that the community 
generally learned that the Negroes 
were to be tried for anything but 
shooting the Sheriff, which, in it- 
self had aroused very bitter feeling. 

ons for Trial. 

Against this background of whis- 
pered rumor and public feeling 
preparations began for trial with- 
out delay. No local attorney would 
defend the Negroes, who were 
without counsel. The Judge, Neill 
Killough, of the Second Judicial 
District, then asked Arthur L. 
Adams of Jonesboro, a practicing 
attorney for 21 years, whose activi- 
ties are devoted primarily to civil 
cases, to defend the prisoners. 

“I happened to be in court on 
other business the day they were 
indicted,” Adams told the writer, 
“when the Judge, whom I have 
known for a long time, asked me, 
as a favor, to take the case. 

“Feeling was very high. The 
Judge told me that the case must 
be tried at that term of court, so 
I made no attempt to get a con- 
tinuance; but I was engaged in an- 
other case and during the seven 
days between the returning of the 
indictments and the trial I couldn’t 
devote more than three days to 
prepare it.” 

Adams, who, when he went in 
search of witnesses for an “alibi 
defense” which “blew up complete- 
ly,” found that the mob spirit was 
sO rampant that Negroes feared to 
testify for the defense and some 
“disappeared,” did make an effort 
to obtain a change of venue. But 
he failed. He could get only one 
man to make’an affidavit of preju- 
dice—a man who he said was 
scorned in the town as “a Negro 
lover’—and his affidavit was faulty 
because the affiant could vouch 
only for the sentiment in Blythe- 
ville and not, as required, in every 
township in Mississippi County 
from which the jury might be 
drawn. 

“Man after man would look at 
me with a curious smile,’ the at- 
torney related, “and say, ‘Certain- 
ly, they will get a fair trial.’ 

“Well, the trial may have been 
technically fair, but it was human- 
ly impossible for the jury to dis- 
associate previous cases from the 
issue at trial.” 

“Keeping Record Straight.” 

Adams, who appears to have de- 
fended his clients as well as cir- 
cumstances permitted, told the 
writer he could do little more than 
“keep the record straight.” His 
petition for a change of venue was 
promptly overruled. 

The petition set forth that it was 
commonly believed throughout the 
county that the Negroes, who elect- 
ed to be tried jointly, shot at the 
Sheriff and his deputy while those 
officers were engaged in an effort 
to break up systematic robbery and 
attacks on white girls and that as 
a result “race prejudice is common 
and intense throughout the county 
and lynching of defendants has 
been discussed.” 

Adams, who formerly resided at 
Blytheville, informed the Judge in 
open court, preparatory to filing 
his motion for a change of venue, 
that many citizens there agreed 
with him privately that such a 
change should be granted, but “de- 
clined to rhake the supporting affi- 
davits because they said they would 
be very much embarrassed to do so 
and felt they would be greatly 
criticised if they did.” 

Selection of a jury, Adams relat- 
ed, proceeded swiftly. Only three 
challenges were made for cause and 
the jury was chosen from the first 
18 men examined. The defense at- 
torney said he received uniformly 
negative answers when he asked 
prospective jurors if they “had ever 
heard of the case” or “ever had any 
trouble with Negroes.” 

While preparing the case, Adams, 
serving without compensation, re- 
quested and received from Curruth- 
ers a bill of sale for the automo- 
bile so that the car now held by 
the Sheriff is actually owned by the 
attorney—although he said he had 
not advised Sheriff Wilson of that 
fact and did not propose to do so. 

Carruthers, he disclosed, offered 
to plead guilty of shooting the Sher- 
iff if the criminal attack charge 
would be dropped. Adams said he 
replied that it could not be done, 
felt it useless to approach the pros- 
ecutor, Denver L. Dudley, with the 
proposal. 

Fearful of Riot at Trial. 

When the trial got under way, 
Adams related, the courtroom was 
crowded, spectators including “some 
of the mob from Steele.” The char- 
acter of the crowd, he observed, 
was a factor in causing him not to 
file “a Scottsboro motion” to quash 
the panel because it did not in- 
clude Negroes. 

“T just told the Judge,” Adams 
related, “I'll be damned if I'll file a 
Scottsboro motion. It would have 
h no practical value and would 
have caused a riot. Even if Ne- 
groes called for jury duty man- 
aged to get to the courtroom there 
wouldn’t have been but three or 
four on the panel, and they would 
have been subject to the State’s per- 
emptory challenges. And if they 
had gone on the jury, the white 
members would have dominated 
them.” 

Testimony consumed only a day, 
with the woman accuser and her 
escort, as the State’s principal wit- 
nesses. 

The young woman testified she 
its 
lights out after dark with the man 
when two Negroes with handker- 
chiefs masking their faces flashed 
lights on them, commanded “stick 


them up” and without waiting for | 


compliance fired a shot through the 
door of the car. 

The Negroes, she continued, 
forced them both out of the sedan, 
made the man lie in a ditch about 
10 feet from the machine. Then 
the larger Negro, whom she identi- 
fied as Clayton, threatened her 
with a revolver, ordered her to get 
in the back seat of the car where 
the crime was committed. The Ne- 
gro Carruthers guarded the white 
man, she testified, and then the 
Negroes changed places. 

She Made No Outcry. 

In reply to questions by the prose- 
cutor, she said the attacks were 
committed forcibly and that she 
made no outcry “because it wouldn't 
have done any good.” 

Two cars passed during the at- 
tacks, she said, the headlights of 
one enabling her to see Clayton's 
face. She caught a glimpse of the 
face of the other Negro as the moon 
emerged from behind a cloud as 
he was assaulting her, she testi- 
fied. 

After the attack she said she 
and her escort remained in the car 
for about five minutes after the 
Negrves walked off in obedience to 
their commands. Then they re- 
turned to town and made a report 
to a night policeman. 

Testifying about the identifica- 
tion at the penitentiary she quoted 
Deputy Sheriff Lindsey as telling 
her and her escort to “go in and 
see if we could find them in there.” 
She said they walked by three cells, 
one containing two Negroes, and 
came to an end cell containing the 
two they identified. The Sheriff and 
his deputy then talked to the Ne- 
groes, she added. 

Escort’s Testimony. 

Her escort’s account of what oc- 
curred on the highway included 
the statement that at one time 
both Negroes stood by him while 
his companion remained alone in 
the car. According to his testi- 
mony he did not witness what hap- 
pened to her. Both witnesses said 
they observed no peculiarity about 
the speech of Clayton who has a 
marked impediment in his speech. 

The escort testified that he did 
not see the faces of the Negroes 
but was sure only that one was 
larger than the other. 

Deputy Sheriff Lindsey testified 
the man and woman were not 
prompted to make the identifica- 


|tion at the penitentiary but con- 


ceded the case wag discussed on 
the way there. Sheriff Wilscm tes- 
tified to the same effect. 

There was no supporting evi- 
dence offered by the prosecution. 
No medical testimony, or physical 
exhibits. The cross examination was 
perfunctory. The night policeman 
was not called. 


Carruthers’ Story. 

Carruthers, who denied his guilt, 
testified that just prior to the ar- 
rival of the Sheriff's party at the 
penitentiary, another Negro was re- 
moved from their cell and forced to 
get into bed and into another cell 
and cover up his head. The peni- 
tentiary guard alleged to have 
transferred the Negro was not 
called as a witness. 

The Negro testified that the offi- 
cers called him by name in 
hearing of the witnesses before the 
two identified them. 

Both Negroes, who were subject- 
ed to rigorous examination on the 
stand about other offenses, repeat- 


ed they did not participate in the | 


crime for which they were being

Jurors Read Newspaper. 

A strange occurrence took place 
near the close of the trial as De- 
fense Attorney Adams opened his 
argument. Several of the jurors 
occupied themselves in reading a 
daily paper containing accounts of 
the proceedings. The papers were 


removed and the attorney endeav- | 


ored to proceed with his argument. 
Asked by the writer about this un- 
usual episode, Deputy Sheriff Lind- 
sey, in charge of the jury, observed, 
“Well, the evidence was all in.” 

Again Adams was 
this time by the foreman of the 
jury, who suddenly arose, said, 
“Wait a minute,” walked to the 
door of the jury room, told Judge 
Killough he wanted to ask him 
something pertaining to the case. 
When the Judge declined to dis- 
cuss it privately the foreman re- 
turned to the box and the argu- 
ment proceeded.

Appeal Denied. 

The State Supreme Court, howe 
ever, denied the appeal. In an opin- 
ion written by Justice Haney, 
Nov. 18, last, it held that ‘the evi- 
dence “is quite substantial and we 
must permit the verdict and judg- 
ment to stand.” 

Consideration of sufficiency of 
evidence, it pointed out, must be 
viewed “in the light most favor 
able to the State and if, when so 
viewed, there is any substantial 
evidence to support the verdict we 
must permit it to stand.” 

A petition for a rehearing, filed - 
Dec. 27, last, was likewise denied. 
Taking issue with the Supreme 
Court's finding of substantial evi- 
dence, the petitioners asserted the 
testimony was “contrary to human 
experience and human  observa- 
tion.” 

Direct issue was taken with a 
statement in the Supreme Court’s 
opinion that the young woman's 
evidence was corroborated “in ev- 
ery particular” by her escort. The 
transcript is quoted as follows to 
show his only testimony regarding 
the attack on her:

Account of What 
Happened When Priests 


and Priestesses Performed 


Japan’s Sacred Fire Dance. 


Rose McKee, the writer of thie story, 
is an American newspaper woman now 
on the staff of the Japanese Times and 
Mail in. Tokio, and is one of the few 
foreigners who has ever seen the fire 
dance ceremonial. It will be noted that 
Miss McKee merely tells what she saw, 
but attempts no explanation.

TOKIO. 

IREWALKING, that 
fearsome, age-old mystic 
rite whose origin is lost 
in dim antiquity and 
whose secrets defy mod- 
ern science, is performed 
today, as in centuries 
past, not an hour's ride 
from the heart of met- 
ropolitan Tokio. 

Not many know about it. Inquiries 
everywhere meet blank stares, hazy answers. 
But in the isolated little village of Ofuna 
I finally saw it myself. 

Worked up to a frenzy of mystical faith 
by wild chanting and dancing, temple priests 
and priestesses slowly walked barefoot 
through a blazing bed of coals and emerged 
unscathed. The fiery pyre scorched their 
tobes, its heat seared my face from where 
I stood 12 feet away, but the naked feet of 
the fire-walkers were unburned. 

A fake? Sorcery? Or a supreme demon: 
tration of the power of faith? Scientists, 
investigating other instances, have estab- 
lished pretty convincingly that it's no fake, 
but they can offer no real explanation. 

It's no tourist spectacle. I was the only 

gner present at that weird demonstra- 
tion. A couple of Japanese cameramen had 
just heard about it, too, and they were 
filming it for the first time in history. 

While an old priest grumbled that they 
Were desecrating the holy ground and a 
young priest pacified him, the newsreel men 
et up their sound equipment, hung their

a rope above the waiting pyre, and fought 
for vantage places on temple roofs. 

The ceremony began at | p. m., but 
early in the morning the narrow, muddy, 
ox-cart road up the hill leading to the 
temple had become a human clothesline as 
country people—withered old men, boys in 
students’ uniforms, children, women hold- 
ing their kimonos to their knees to escape 
the mud and carrying babies strapped on 
their. backs—trudged upward in their 
wooden clogs. 

On the way, a Japanese told me a little 
about the firewalking. 

“Ie is an ancient Buddhist rite,” he ex- 
plained, “held as a part of the year-end 
cleansing ceremonies. The pious walk 
through the fire to drive the ‘devil out of 
their souls—they believe that the fire kills 


the devil and that they will then be able 
to meet the New Year with purified souls.” 

The gonging of a great temple bell told 
us that the hour was near. Passing into the 
temple yard, we found that the spectators 
had assembled in one of the temples and, 
kneeling on the straw-matted floor, were 
praying aloud. 

Descending a stairway in a cliff, we 
came to a wide ledge overlooking a water- 
fall, in fact two waterfalls, but for the 
moment the ledge with its waiting pyre 
claimed all our attention. 

Dry, chopped wood had been neatly 
stacked afid between its tiers were dead 
tree branches. The wood formed a perfect 
rectangle, 12 feet long, five feet wide, and 
three feet high. Four bamboo poles were 
stuck in the ground at the four corners of 


the wood and connected by a hempen rope 
about five feet above the ground. From the 
rope dangled bits of twisted white paper— 
prayers hung there by the priests. It was 
on the rope over these prayers that the ir- 
reverent newsreel men hung their micro- 
phones. 

Leaving the temple where they had fin- 
ished their praying, the crowd began mass- 
ing on that part of the ledge overlooking 
the waterfalls. I edged in. A sign pointing 
to the twin falls read, “Sacred Sexual 
Waterfalls—Masculine Falls to the right, 
Feminine Falls to the left.” 

Two naked priests ran down the steps 
to the foot of the falls, bowed before the 
torrential Masculine Falls, and plunged 
under it. As the icy water beat against 
their skin, they clapped their hands, danced 
up and down, and chanted Buddhist scrip- 
tures. 

Two or three priests bathed at one time

When the last of some 15 

priests were drying themselves, 

naked priestesses ran down the 

stairway and cleansed their bodies 

under the less forceful Feminine Falls. 

The bathing over, an offering of 

apples and dainty cakes with pink and 

green icing was set before an image of 

Buddha in a recess of the cliff facing the 
fire bed. 

Everything was now in readiness for the 
fire, which was lighted by two young 
novices, with tree branch torches. Circling 
the wood, they set it aflame on all sides. 

As the wood crackled and the flames 
shot skyward, the procession of white robed, 
barefooted priests-and priestesses, led by an 
old priest in purple robes and a gold lace 
hat, came down the hill. 

They formed an inner circle around the 
fire and, at a signal from the priest in 
purple, began a mumbling- of Buddhist 
prayers. Last to come down the hill was 
the head priest who walked alone under a 
huge red paper umbrella carried by a serv- 
ant. 

His richly ornate dress was in odd con- 
trast to the motley crowd, the simple dress 
of the other priests, and the primitive ritual. 
He wore gorgeous robes of brocade in 
many colors, a boat-shaped hat of green 
and gold, black shining slippers the toes of 
which pointed upward, and he carried a 
silk fan. He was the only priest who did 
not walk through the fire. 

It was so hot now that I tried to back 
away from my position just behind the 
priestesses, but the crowd pressed and 
surged against me so that it was all I 
could do to keep from falling forward 


on the white: 
robed women. 

As the heat grew more in- 
tense, the incantations were 
shouted louder, the women shook 
clusters of bells, the men clapped their 
hands, beat their chests, threw their arms 
towards the fire, danced in their places, 
lunged toward the fire, and wrestled with 

an imaginary figure, the devil. 

They shouted to the God of Water, 
who dwells in the moon, to drive the Fire 
Devil from their souls. Shrieking now, 
first one priest and then another began 
slowly and solemnly to march around the 
fire, cabalistically twisting and flinging 
out their fingers. Soon all were engaged 
in this exorcism. On and on, around and 
around they marched, seemingly oblivious 
to the others, each gradually working him- 
self into a state of ecstasy.. 

Streams of perspiration were now run 
ning down the red faces of the priests, 
but still more wood was thrown on the fire 
and the priest in purple exhorted them to 
still wilder frenzy. 

One photographer took off his wet shirt 
and wrapped it around the wooden case of 
his camera to protect it. Another camera 
man, crawling on che inside line to get a 
close-up of the priest in purple, was beaten 
back by the heat. I tried to hide my face 
in the fur of my coat collar, but it was no 
relief, for the fur, too, was hot 


FELT children, buried under the skirts 

of the crowd, tugging at my legs and 
fighting to escape. They were howling 
piteously to be taken away, but no one paid 
any attention to them. 

When the flames had shortened and 
the fire was a solid bed of glowing coale— 
the heat was almost unbearable from where 
I stood, 12 feet from the pyrex—a priest 
in purple seized a red banner and, without 
ceasing to shout, walked slowly the entire 
length of the fire. 

The flames licked his naked ankles and 
scorched the hem of his robe, but he did 
not falter. He took natural, ordinary, firm 
steps. His face did not change its set ex- 
pression and he did not cease his exhorta- 
tions. As he stepped from the fire, he 
bowed slightly to the image of Buddha a..d 
returned to his position. 

There was a dramatic pause and frenzy 
died somewhat as the white-robed priests, 
one by one, walked barefoot through the 
flames. Their step was a little faster than

imagination brings it into focus as an 

actual occurrence that took place only 

recently. Yet it is possible that some 

reader who encounters it for the first 

time while casually enjoying the 

warmth and ease of a Sunday morning 

living room will soon afterwards get 

up and put on some of the very furs 

these two trappers once brought 

southward in a canoe now lying sunk 

beneath a frozen lake, 60 miles from 

Norway House outpost. Freezing and 

starvation may be taking place in the 

city, too, but they seldom appear in 

such nakedness as they did to Donald 

Lambert and Arnold Lundberg, as 

they shivered helplessly on a lifeless 
reef in Lake Winnipeg. 

This winter has brought several 
stories of fantastic suffering from the 
cold. Clayton Brown, who survived 
two companions frozen to death on an 
ice floe in Lake Michigan, has found 
a meaning for the words suffering and 
hopeless. He must have undergone 
the superlative of their reality as he 
crawled towards the thin line of the 
shore dragging his frozen feet behind 
him over the broken ice. And the 
seven CCC boys who were rescued 
from a drifting floe in Cape Cod Bay 
after 23 desperate hours also tasted 
the icy presence of death. The island- 
ers of Chesapeake Bay weren’t much 
better off, feeling forgotten by the 
nearby civilisation from which the ice 
had cut them off. 

Lambert’s and Lundberg’s case is 
similar to these and no less terrible. 
The only distinction is that these two 
men, fully conscious of the terrors of 
winter in a northern wilderness, had 
knowingly subjected themselves to 
them—as they do each winter and 
probably will again. 
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Lake Winnipeg is 250 miles from 
south to north, and Norway House, 
beyond its northern tip, is just below 
the fifty-fourth parallel. It is a remote 
and forbidding land, difficult to reach 
in winter and even more difficult to 
leave. The two trappers are familiar 
with the country and able to protect 
themselves against the usual exigen- 
cies. They had set out for the Black 
River in their canoe, equipped with an 
outboard motor. It was a stout, 20- 
foot canoe they used for transporting 
heavy duffle, but is isn’t easy to man- 
age a craft of that kind in a storm.

“I follow this rule—if I indulge my- 
self one day, I go very slowly the next 
day, so my system can’catch up. I 
love pastries and other rich foods, 
and I get my share of them. But I 
never forget to give my flesh a breath- 
ing space afterward, so I don’t let my 
figure get out of control.”’ 

It is an unusual figure, too. Mrs. 
Robinson is just a shade over five feet 
tall, weighs about 100 pounds, has a 
terrific chest expansion and a slim, 
wrist-like waist. Sometimes she mod- 
els misses’ clothes. Daily she conducts 
exercise classes at a school on Broad- 
way. 


OST of the DeMott exercises 
M are of the stretching type. She 
™ says we are constantly living 
against the pull of gravity and stretch- 
ing helps to counteract it. She scorns 
vegetarianism and says to eat plenty of 
meat. 
with that stuffed feeling; eat heartily, 
but don’t gorge, is her idea. As for 
sleep, she thinks you need only as 


much as you think you need. She be- 


lieves sleep is more a psychological 
matter than physical. If you love your 
sleep, you will probably sleep nine or 
ten hours; if you prefer to be awake, 
as she does, you can get along with 
much less than the standard eight, 
Mrs, Robinson thinks. During rehears- 
als for “Jumbo,” when the anticipa- 
tory thrill of a second comeback to 
spangles had a grip on her, she slept 
only four hours a night. It had no ill 
effect on her. She sleeps around six 
hours normally. 

“Girls and women today find exer- 
cise irksome, but I'll bet'a lot could 
be converted to it if they would do 
just one thing,’ Mrs. Robinson con- 
tinued. “That one thing is to look at 
themselves sidewise in a mirror. Not 
back or front, but sidewise—and un- 
dressed, too. They should look at the 
set of their shoulders. That’s where 
age begins to show in a woman. And 
in the ankles, too; they are the seat 
of a woman's balance and grace. 

“High heels do much to ruin ankles. 
The unnatural pitch of the heel causes 
a certain tendon—I believe it is the 
Achilles—to get stiff and short, in the 
rear of the ankle. That destroys bal- 
ance control. And women permit their 
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But never get up from the table 


fur coats, or fur-collared coats, to 
dominate them. It seems to be-stylish 
to bow beneath the weight of the coat, 
because, presumably, the coat, which 
will be discarded in a few seasons, is 
something to be more proud of than 
the figure, which always stays with 
you.”’ 

Mrs. Robinson is perhaps better 
known to an older geenration as 
Josie DeMott, which was the name un- 
der which she was billed by Barnum 
and Bailey and other circuses. She 
used to dance and do somersaults on 
horseback. For many years she was 
the only woman somersault rider in 
the business. She doesn't try that 
any more. But the rest of her old 
repertoire is still on view at the Hip- 
podrome. Mrs. Robinson admits she 
never did anything as daring as the 
present queen of the bareback ring, 
Dorothy Herbert. Miss Herbert’s star 
act is jumping a bridleless stallion

over a flaming barrier. 

Circus ambitions came na- 
turally to Mrs. Robinson. Her ma- 
ternal great-grandfather, a French- 
man, was the first person to perform 
an equestrian somsersault. Her grand- 
father, who followed the same art, led 
a troupe of wandering players through 
France. He was a mountebank, when 
the word was still respectable. 

Mrs. Robinson's grandmother, her 
ancestral idol, added new laurels to 
the family’s professional reputation. 
She became the first woman somer- 
saulter. She was Louise Tournaire, 
famous in France and America in her 
day. Mme. Tournaire dressed in 
black, with a scarlet flower in her 
lapel and a sable cockaded hat. She 
rode a famous circus horse named 
Black Diamond. The grandmother 
performed chiefly in the Paris Cirque, 
where Mrs. Robinson's great-uncle had 
a string of horses. Napoleon, who

was not immune to the lure of tan- 
bark, frequently lingered behind the 
scenes to ride bareback. 

Napoleon and the great-uncle were 
very much alike in appearance and 
there is a family tradition that Bona- 
parte once exchanged places with the 
great-uncle and peformed his act at 
the Cirque. It’s just a tradition and 
Mrs. Robinson will not swear to its 
accuracy. 

Mme. Tournaire had two daugh- 
ters. One took to bareback riding and 
became famous as Little Molly Brown. 
The other was Mrs. Robinson's moth- 
er, Josephine. She hated the whole 
business and had to be driven to prac- 
tice on a horse’s back. On-the night 
scheduled for her debut, she balked 
at wearing tights and refused to go on. 
But while in New York in 1861 she 
married a bareback rider named De 
Mott, part owner of the DeMott and 
Ward Circus and Menagerie. Mrs. 
DeMott never got over her dislike of 
the circus, but stuck to it all her life. 

After the second Josephine was 
born, the family went traveling with 
the DeMott and Ward troupe. All told, 
the pair had eight children. In big 
wagons, the cavaleade trundied all 
over the East and Middle West, across 
rickety bridges, rutted roads and 
swollen st s; through storm and 
hail and snow. Their lot was hostility 
from tavern-keepers, who feared the 
menagerie, and social ostracism, for 
the world outside the tents never ac- 
cepted circus folk as “nice.” Little 
Josephine felt this ostracism most of 
her life. It took her years to under- 
stand it. She learned that those in 
the Outside World were gillies to those 
in her world. When she was four, she 
began learning to ride. Much to her 
mother’s alarm, she longed to be like 
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her glamorous grandmother, Mme. 
Tournaire. 

By the time little Josephine was ten, 
she was taking part regularly in the 
performances. It was about this time 
that the troupe began traveling is 
trains for the first time. At thirteed, 
she enjoyed a wide reputation. She 
was now Josie DeMott, the daring 
equestrienne. Just when the family's 
fortunes were going well, the failure 
of an English bank wiped out. their 
savings. Nevertheless they went W& 
Mexico and won instant success. Josie, 
known to the Mexicans as La Nina Jo 
sephina was a sensation. They named 
cigarettes and cakes after her. She 
fqgund herself a popular belle, for in 
Mexico, she soon learned, a girl of 
thirteen was marriageable. In Mexico 
City, President Porfirio Diaz publiciy 
puresented her with a silver laurel 

wreath. 

Returning from Mexico, Josle 
starred with Barnum and Bal- 
ley at the old Madison Square 
Garden for a season, then for 
two more seasons toured as the 
star of the John Robinson Com- 
bined Shows. At seventeen she 
went to London with Barnum 
and Bailey's spectacle, “The 

Fall of Rome.” Members of the royal 
family attended frequently. The 
Prince of Wales, later King Edward 
VII, hardly missed a performance. 
Queen Victoria stayed away. She 
hardly approved of circuses. She was 
a true gillie. 

While she was triumphing in Em 
gland, Josie’s heart was back in Amer 
ica with a young circug employe wh? 
had sworn undying love. One evening 
in her dressing room she received 
word that her lover had married the 
daughter of a small town Mayor ! 
the United States.

A\mbassador-at-Large 


to His 
Mark 


EVERAL years ago, 


Cyril Clemens, second 
cousin of Mark Twain 


International Mark 

Twain Society, was 

invited to give a talk 

on railroads before a 

group of St. Louis 

| ¥ business men. Clem- 

ens wasn't talking five minutes before 

he was off on his favorite subject— 

Mark Twain. For a full hour, to the 

distraction of the Program Committee, 

he lectured on “Mark Twain's Reli- 

gion.” When he finished, Clemens 

smiled shyly all around the assembly, 

and sat down. The gentlemen would 

just have to come next time if they 
wanted to learn about railroads. 

Ever since Cyril Clemens was old 
enough to make out dinner table talk 
he’s been hearing about Mark Twain. 
Cyril's father, Dr. James Ross Clemens, 
had been one of Mark Twain's favor- 
ite relatives and had spent some time 
with Twain in Burope. Naturally, as 
goon as young Cyril was old enough to 
read and had finished his Andersen 
and his Grimm, he took to boning up 
on his illustrious cousin. Long before 
he finished college at Washington 
University, he was fairly bursting 
with Twainiana, writing books, and 
giving lectures like anything before 
Monday Clubs, Rotary Clubs, church 
groups, and every audience he could 
find. When he graduated, it was ap- 
parent to Cyril's family and friends 
that he had no inclination for any or- 
dinary job. His primary interest was 
Mark Twain and the only secondary 
interests he had were subjects related 
to Mark Twain. Moreover, he had a 
kind of vision about himself. He saw 
clearly that his calling was to be a lit- 
erary ambassador-at-large for his sec- 
ond cousin and make the Mark Twain 
Society (just a fireside group in Kirk. 
wood at that time) the biggest thing 
yet. It was decided then and there 
that he would devote his life to run- 
ning the society and spreading its gos- 
pel, : 


E’S done an unbelievable job 
H of that. In 1927, the year 
Clemens was made president, he 
turned the modest Mark Twain Society 
into the International Mark Twain So- 
clety overnight by taking in Benito 
Mussolini as honorary president. But 
Clemens had grander plans than that 
for his society. He invited Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Ramsay MacDonald, 
Raymon Poincare, Emilio Aguinaldo, 
Lloyd George, the Duke of Sutherland, 
the Earl of Jellicoe, the Countess of 
Oxford and Asquith, and Grand Duke 
Alexander Michailovitch to become 
members. They all accepted. Then 
he went after Freud, Chaliapin, H. M. 
Tomlinson, Lord Baden-Powell, 
Charles Dana Gibson, Jascha Heifetz, 
Sir Anthony Hawkins, Aldous Huxley, 
Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, Andre 
Maurois, Count Ssechenyi, Vachel 
Lindsay, and numerous literary giants 
including Rudyard Kipling and John 
Galsworthy. They all joined. With a 
copy of “Who's Who" in his left hand 
and a bold pen in his right, Clemens 
kept writing away in Kirkwood, Mis- 
souri, to dignitaries all over the world. 
No name, however lofty, stopped him. 
Now The International Mark Twain 
Society boasts over a thousand mem- 
bers in almost every line of distinction 
from thirty countries. Clemens’ latest 
Catch was King Boris of Bulgaria. 
People have sometimes mistaken 
Clemens for Lindbergh. Kids on the 
street yell after him, ‘“‘There goes 
Lindy!’ This makes him impatient. 
He thinks anybody should know bet- 
ter. The mistake is clearly under- 
Standable, though, because Clemens 
does look like something special. Over 
six feet tall and of rangy, raw-boned 
frame, he's a striking person to come 
Upon. His clothes hang on him like 
Ichabod Crane’s. His coats gape at 


‘the neck and his trousers lap over his 


shoes, and parts of him jut out un- 
*xpectedly. Not only that, he wears 
sideburns that flower magnificently in 
& constant state of indecision whether 
to stop at being sideburns or to go 
right ahead and be Dundrearies. The 
result is, Clemens looks like something 
from a past generation, and has the 
*fect of being fictional and not real at 
all. That's partly the reason he fills 
with wonderment—<that and 
the aura of wrapt intellection he gives

detection. Someone will have to teil 
you that Clemens is 33. You'd miss 
by ten years one way or the other if 
you tried to guess. 

When Clemens gives a lecture (and 
he does about 40 times a year) it’s 
usually a singing success for Mark 
Twain. Audiences find what he has to 
say instructive, entertaining, and well 
delivered. His keen fascination for 
Twainiana is as infectious as diph- 
theria. Everyone catches it. But the 
effect of Clemens’ personality is of an- 
other kind. He awes people. They 
don’t know what to do about him. 
The trouble lies in that aura of intel- 
lection. His audiences have the faint 
suspicion they've been looking on 
one of the latter-day saints and 
gO away a little nervous. He's 
& man who has known and 
has talked with the 
great, and he carries 
their marks with. 
him. 

Clemens has al- 
ways known out- 
standing people. 

When, before 

attending 

Washington 

University, he 

was at George- 

town University in 

Washington, D. C., 

he was an intimate 

friend of Taft, who 

was Chief Justice at 

that time. In those days 

Clemens used to spend’all his 

spare time listening to debates. 

He says that Coolidge, who was then 
in charge of the Senate, used to read 
The Saturday Evening Post through- 
out the most heated discussions of af- 
fairs of State, and someone would al- 
ways have to go up on the rostrum, 
tap him on the shoulder, and call his 
attention to the fact that the United 
States Senate had a point they'd like 
to vote on. When he went to Europe 
the last time he was soon having tea 
with Andre Maurois and Mrs. Joseph 
Conrad. It's always been like that. 

One of the reasons Clemens is 80 
happy with his life as president of The 
International Mark Twain Society is 
that it affords such excellent oppor- 
tunities for meeting big people. He 


has an honest fascination for people of 


achievement that comes from his 
vision of himself asa literary ambas- 
sador-at-large. It gives him great sat- 
isfaction to enter the world of famous 
personages and fraternize as the spirit 
of Mark Twain. He's always well re- 
ceived, especially in England and on 
the Continent, where they take liter- 
ary societies and literary society 
presidents more seriously than they do 
in America. The British put him in 
their Who’s Who for 1935; the Amer- 
ican editors never have. In 1930, 
when he went to Europe to lecture at 
the Sonbonne, and before French, Ger- 
man, and Italian rotary clubs, Clemens 
made a point of looking up some of his 
club members, like G. B. Shaw, Emil 
Ludwig, G. K. Chesterton, H. G. Wells, 
and Mussolini. He mentioned to Shaw 
that he intended giving the society's 
Mark Twain medal to Mussolini. Shaw 
chuckled at that and said, ‘‘You’'d bet- 
ter give him a good big gold one; he’ll 
probably need it.”’ 

Anyone on the inside knows that 
Clemens, who always refers to the so- 
ciety as ‘“‘we,"’ is practically its dicta- 
tor, and that his blackball can toss 
out any member. But such a thing 
isn’t likely to happen, because the so- 
ciety has no rules to break and no 
dues to lapse; and anyway, even if 
there were provocation, Clemens 
would find it impossible to do anything 
so unkind as tossing a member out. 
He’s far too gentle a person and too 
considerate of other people's feelings 
to risk embarrassing anyone. 

Stephen Leacock, the Canadian hu- 
morist, says that “Cyril Clemens 
knows more about Mark Twain than 
Sam Clemens did himself.’’ He prob- 
ably does know more about Mark

Twain than anyone else. At any rate, 
Clemens has spent more time study- 
ing him. He’s traveled the paths of 
all of Mark Twain's wandering, even 
going to Honolulu, where Twain tried 
to land a job on a newspaper and 
couldn’t get to first base. He’s tracked 
down almost everyone alive who knew 
Twain and pumped them of all they 
remember. He was naturally put out 
when the centenary came around and 
Rupert Hughes and Owen Wister, both 
club members, had stories on Mark 
Twain in Cosmopolitan and Harper’s, 
respectively, and no one asked him to 
write anything. Wspecially since he 
started the movement and had so 
much to say. 

Clemens hopes to make the Mark 
Twain dinner, held in St. Louis last 
November on the occasion of Twain’s 
centenary, an annual event. He pic- 
tures the day when Mark Twain din- 
ners held all over the country will be 
for literature what the Jackson din- 
ner is for the Democratic Party. With 
the proceeds of the dinner and a $200 
contribution that Mussolini sent, 
Clemens has been able to buy a bronze 
bust of Mark Twain, which he’s going 
to present to the St. Louis Public Li- 
bary shortly. He feels it’s about time 
the library had one; every time they 
che¢k up the librarians find that Mark 
Twain is their most popular author.

In the fall of 1933 Dr. Claw- 
son set out from Beirut, where he had 
been teaching in the American Univer- 
sity, with a two-car caravan. The first 
was his traveling office, which he him- 
self désigned, complete with running 
water, X-ray equipment, and burr 
machine. With working headquarters 
in Haifa, the party has been making 
regular trips since then. It consists of 
Dr. Clawson as chief dental officer, a 

German dentist who 
is also a good motor 
mechanic, and a 
Russian chair assist- 
ant, who acts as 
driver for the clinic 
between stations. 
He is a masterful 
chauffeur, at one 
time in the service 
of the Royal family 
of Russia. The Ger- 
man specialist for- 
merly led one of 
Hitler’s storm troop 
orchestras until he 
disagreed with a su- 
perior, and was 
obliged to ‘“‘take a 
vacation.”’ Some- 
times Mrs. Clawson, 
and their four-year- 
old daughter, Caro- 
lyn Maureen, who 
was born in Beirut, 
accompany the cara- 
van. Mrs. Clawson 
has a way with re- 
bellious native pa- 
tients. 

And rebellious 
they often are. So 
are most persons 
for that matter in a 
dentist’s chair. In 
proportion to their 
ignorance of scien- 
tific methods, their 
fear of treatment 
increases. The hor- 
ror any Westerner 

feels at the approach of the dental 
engine with that delightful burr at the 
business end of the drill has first to be 
overcome. Then Dr. Clawson must 
grapple with Allah, for it is the belief 
of these Bedouins that a Mohamme- 
dan’s body is inviolate. If, it is their 
belief, Allah has seen fit in His wis- 
dom to afflict the body, it must stay 
afflicted until The Great One forgives 
the suffering. 

But curiosity about the visitors 
gradually conquers fears and the 
tribesmen gather to greet the caravan 
of ‘“‘medicine men,” as they come off 
the desert. Desert sheiks forget their 
dignity, Kurdish herders, forget their 
herds, warriors rest their rifies, slaves 
Dr. Clawson sets up shop. 


usually outdoors, with the dentist 

working under a supersized umbrel- 
la, before a gallery of spectators. He 
carries a kit of dental instruments and 
folding stools for real business, and 
microscope slides, survey forms and 
measuring tools to use in making rec- 
ords of desert teeth. Dr. Clawson has 
had an opportunity to make friends 
with his charges for he makes several 
trips a year along the oil route and at 
some time every year, every native 
crosses the great pipe line. 

The going is not always easy. The 
petroleum company has laid roads, 
even across the lava belt of Trans- 
jordania—a desolate stretch of black, 
voleanic boulders, 200 miles long, and 
100 miles wide—but they cannot be 
kept in condition. The caravan may 
bog down after a rain: the terrific heat 


[« THE cool of the day, shop is 
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in the middle of the day when the 
thermometer gets up around 112 or 
120 degrees Fahrenheit discourages 
travelers; and a good blow of desert 
sand has kept the dental party idle 
for a week in Iraq. The only protec- 
tion against heat and sand is a kind 
of hangar with matting sides which 
can be lowered over the motor clinic. 
Even in moderate weather desert trav- 
el is not without incident. Crossing 
the Euphrates River was a high-spot 
in Dr. Clawson's first trip around his 
parish. Part of the clinic crossed on 
a primitive sort of ferry, just two 
junks coupled by a wooden platform, 
and propelled by oarsmen. The rest 
of the caravan chose the air route, and 
was swung across the river in a cable 
cage. | 

Transportation is not the only con- 
cern of the former St. Louis dentist in 
his effort to treat the Bedouins and 
carry on his research. To preserve or- 
dinary hygienic methods in his clinic 
and laboratory he has countless phys- 
ical handicaps to overcome, which 
would discourage a Westerner with 
less adventure in his make-up. The 
flies, for one thing—millions of them. 
Dr. Clawson has devised a scheme to 
rid his office car of them. It consists 
of a sugar and arsenic solution in a 
tank through which an endless burlap 
belt is cranked. The moist sweetness 
attracts the files to the surface with its 
deadly poison. 

The natives themselves have little 
conception of hygienic living. Condi- 
tions in the Bedouin villages are 
abominable, with disease running 
rampant among the louse- and fiea- 
ridden natives, in whom the mere 
thought of bathing inspires terror. 

Modern medicine and dentistry are 
alike a novelty to them. Dentists of 
ancient Phoenicia evolved an elaborate 
system of treatment, but the art was 
so completely lost that when Western 
civilization early in this century tried 
to revive it, a whole Arabic dental 
nomenclature had to be invented for 
Arabic, dentally speaking, has stood 
still for centuries. 


HE violet rays of perpetual sun- 

| light, and a diet consisting chief- 

ly of goat and camel milk, have 

had a beneficial effect on the calcifica- 

tion of desert teeth. Bedouins may 

live on camel’s milk alone for as long 

as six months in the desert. The milk 

is carried until it sours in a goat skin 

bag, or sometimes the native suckles 
a stream directly into his mouth. 

The desert mode of living, with its 
effect on dental conditions, is the sub- 
ject of the survey which Dr. Calwson, 
assisted by Mrs. Clawson and his staff, 
is conducting. 

Their most recent collaborator 
was Henry Field, of the Field Mu- 
seum of Natural History in Chicago, 
with whose party Mrs. Clawson spent 
seven weeks in the North Arabian 
desert. Jf 

Dr. Clawson’s interest in the subject 
was awakened as soon as he arrived 
in Beirut in September, 1930, to head 
the department of operative dentistry, 

nd teach operative technique, draw- 
ing and tooth modeling in the Amer- 
ican University. He also built up a 
private practice which, at the time of 
his resignation, in March, 1934, to ac- 
cept the job as dental surgeon with 
the Iraq Petroleum Company,, had 
grown to be the largest in the Near 
East. In St. Louis Dr. Clawson’s 
dental career was short-lived. A few 
months after he returned to this city 
in 1929, after an interlude in Bonne 
Terre, Missouri, and Dallas, Texas, and 
entered the office of a St. Louis den- 
tist, the chance to go to Syria and 
seek his dental fortune came— 
through the dental school of Washing- 
ton University of which he is a 
graduate. 

Perhaps it was the war which first 
aroused the wanderlust of the young 
man, whose home was Flora, Ill. He 
served a much-traveled enlistment in 
the Medical Corps with the Pacific 
fleet, and even after naval retirement 
he returned to the sea every summer, 
shipping to Europe as a fireman or 
just a common sailor. 

He is still going strong and has no 
intention of returning to St. Louis, un- 
less it is to spend a dotage living in 
retrospect his desert-dentist days. He 
has found something more than scien- 
tifie satisfaction in his work. 

There must be charm in the life of 
a nomad for Dr. Clawson was more or 
less of a wanderer until he met the 
desert. 

Now he is happy.,

Next day, the Major re- 
turned with a new

Balaclava. But. Theresa was devout 
and a Roman Catholic. She declined 
again. 

Now, Major Yelverton, as he stood 
in the Dublin Court, was in a frightful 
jam. He might admit that some time, 
in his pursuit of Theresa, he had been 
animated by the feelings of a true lov- 
er, an officer and a gentleman. If he 
did so, it would lead to the conclusion 
that his purposes were sort of half- 
way decent, and therefore that, per- 
haps, he really had ventured into 
matrimony.

The Lord 
Chief Justice faintly remarked that 
this was distasteful, revolting and 
hideous, but that they must have par- 
ticulars. 

When Theresa left Constantinople 
on a steam boat, the Major was there. 
Another nocturne at sea—and the Ma- 
jor began to describe it. Barristers 
and jurors leaped to their feet to re- 
mind my Lord that there were ladies 
in Court. The Chief Justice uttered a 
warning and a few ladies withdrew. 
He then said that if others chose to 
remain, he “could not help them."

The lovers returned to England, and 
when the Major was ordered to Leith, 
Theresa turned up, with her friend 
Miss MacFarlane, at the nearby city of 
Edinburgh. He attended her every 
day; they rode together, and went to 
social functions as an affianced pair. 
The Major’s first thought of a Greek 
marriage was now followed by the sug- 
gestion of a Scottigh one. Any kind of 
wedding, so long as it was a little bit 
phony, seemed acceptable to him. 

“One day,’” said Theresa, “he took 
the prayer book from the table, and I 
went to his side, and he read the mar- 
riage ceremony, and aaid ‘That makes 
you my wife by the laws of Scotland.’ 
I opened the door of the room in 
which Miss MacFarlane was sitting, 
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and said to her: ‘We've married each 
other.’ "’ 

After this, the Major, having as. 
sumed as few as possible of the re. 
sponsibilities of a husband, claimed aj) 
the privileges. Theresa refused, ang 
demanded a marriage according to 
the rites of her own church. When 
the Major persisted that she now live 
with him, she discreetly fled from 
Scotland. 

The Honorable the Major's story of 
the Edinburgh episode was that there 
was no prayer book, and no reading of 
the service. Instead, he persevered in 
hie hellish designs. The auditors, 
in Court, burst into boos and hisses. 
and the Dublin gentlemen announced 
their intention of drinking the Ma. 
jor’s blood, hot, in the market place. 

Some weeks after the flight from 
Scotiand, so the lady testified, the Ma- 
jor invited her to join him in Ireland 
for a marriage before a Roman Cath. 
olic priest. They were never stay-at- 
homes, but were always eager to see 
what a new country might do for 
them. Yelverton went on leave, and 
the two met at Waterford in Ireland 
There was a search for a priest, and 
for two weeks Theresa and the Major 
traveled around Ireland. 

As Mr. Roughead, the only modern 
historian of the case, delicately puts 
it: 


a HEY engaged, in the various 
hotels which they visited, a 
sitting room, a bedroom, and 
dressing-room which contained a bed, 
so there is no architectural reason for 
rejecting the lady's statement that un- 
til the religious ceremony was per- 
formed they occupied separate rooms, 
On the other hand, the mora! probabil- 
ities are in favor of the Major's con- 
trary assertion; and the pair were 
naturally regarded by the hotel wit- 
nesses as married persons.”’ 

On August 15, 1867, in the chapel 
at Rostrevor, Theresa and the Major 
knelt together at the altar and the 
ceremony was performed. There was 
some question as to the Major's re 
ligion, but Father Mooney was satis. 
fied as to that. The Major's version 
of this did not differ greatly from The 
resa’s. He admitted that they knelt 
before the priest, who read ‘‘a portion 
of a marriage service.”’ 

They traveled together and parted, 
and did this more than once in the 
next year. They were in France to 
gether for three months, registering 


. everywhere as Mr. and Mrs. Yelverton. 
- Theresa’s passport was in that name. 


Next summer, leaving Theresa in 
France, the Major went to Edinburgh. 
Here he found the £3000 which bis 
family honor required. It was inex. 
tricably attached to the person of Miss 
Emily Ashworth. He married her, 
and, it is good to record, was promptly 
clapped into jail for bigamy. His de 
fense, at the trial in Dublin, was that 
the Scottish marriage never hap 
pened: and that the Irish one was 
illegal, since he was not a Roman 
Catholic. Ts 

The jury found the defense to be 4 
miserable subterfuge; both marriages, 
they said, were valid. The crowd took 
Theresa's horses out of her carriage 
and drew her in triumph, to her hotel. 
Everyone, including the Gentlemen’ 
Vengeance Committee, got so illumin- 
ated, that Yelverton, the serpent, 
wriggled out of town with his life. 


E SQUIRMED over to Edin- 
H burgh and laid his case before 4 

Scottish Judge. This old gentile 
man was not allowed to see Theresa’ 
golden hair, and so he gave a decision 
against her. There were another ap- 
peal, and three more Judges divided 
two to one in her favor. The Major 
now raised the money (from Emily, ! 
suppose) to take the case to the House 
of Lords, and their Committee voted 
three to two for Yelverton. Tas, Dy 
the margin of one Judge, Emily and 
not Theresa was finally established as 
Mrs. Yelverton, and later as Viscout 
tess Avonmore. 

The Army had already thrown out 
the noble lord, and England, general- 
ly, seemed to hope he would choke. 
When, in 1883, he died at Biarritz, he 
was an obscure person. 

Theresa traveled far and wide, lec 
tured and wrote books. Novels were 
written about her romantic life. She 
came to New York, and had a talk 
with Horace Greeley in the old Hotel 
Albemarie. He and his Tribune warm 
ly supported her cause, and denounced 
the Major. Theresa's lectures in Amer 
ica were not successful, but she wrote 
a book about us, and also a novel, 
with the scene placed in the Yosemite 
Valley. My devotion to her memory 
has caused me to try to read it. 

To the end, she remained striking!y 
beautiful, spirited in mind and body, 
but saddened and lonely. She died 12 
South Africa, before the Major. 

It had been her fate to expend her 
energy fighting to prove that she 7# 
the wife of a man whom the /ate 
Brander Matthews once described “ 
me as “a singularly perfect specime® 
of the skunk.”

that by the time the fire, started 
at the center, is burning brightly 
at the edges of the trench, the 
quick-cooling charcoal on the path 
down the middie has become 
ashes, through which a ‘“miracie- 
worker’ may walk unharmed if he 
doesn't dally on the way. 


In England, last September, 
however, there was a demonstra- 
tion of fire-walking which hardly 
seems to be accounted for by any 
of these explanations. At Car- 
shalton, Surrey, two trenches 12 


feet long and six feet wide were 


dug and huge fires were made in 
them; tons of wood were used and 
on top was placed charcoal. After 
the fires had burned eight hours 
they were masses of glowing em- 
bers. 

In the presence of a group of 
people, including scientists and 
scholars, a young Indian mystic, 
Kuda Bux, walked barefooted the 
length of one of the trenches, over 
the hot coals, then turned and 
walked back. When asked to 
make a third trip he refused and 


burst into tears, saying he could 


no longer command his faith. 


Scientific observations were 
made. The surface temperature 
of the fre was placed at 800 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Bux's feet were 
examined before and after his 
walking over the coals. They 
showed no injury after the ordeal, 
and their temperature was the 
same as before they trod the fiery 
path. A piece of court plaster 
stuck under the arch of one foot 
bore no evidence of contact with 
fire.
